Richard Heath, the 
driver, and Photgnn Messenger Haskell 
had boon wliilinj; away the time in a dis- 
cussion of ^t.'i^-e robberies. In the coach 
were three passengers. 

.\s they reached the edpe of the hill, the 
driver pathen .1 a firmer prip on his reins 
and crarkeil liis long whip to send the 
horses into a gallop, when both the men 
on the driver's scat heard a shout to the 
right foM just behind tba stage, and turned 
about. Then came the command from be- 
hind a clump of ithrubbery: "Holdnpl 
Hold up! Hold np! Throw down that 
box!" 

The messenger threw up his pun and 
jiist as he di<i so tln re ran:e the Hash of a 
revolver, two rjiiirk re|iorts and the ping of 
two bullets. By the tlash the messenger 
located the whereabouts of the would-be 
robber and sent two loads of buckshot 
craahing through the brush. Jnst as he 
£red the driver lashed his horses and the 
stage was soon out of danger. 

.\fter reloailini: his gun, Haskell climbed 
down from, the stage, and returning to 
where the siiooiing had occurred, ex- 
amined the locality thoroughly, but found 
no tzsce of the highwayman, nor anything 
that would prove a clew to the would-be 
robber.

March 22.— The Watson- 
viUi' Sugar Fact<iry will close up a long 
soas'in's work to-morrow night. The total 
tonnage of hei-ts haiuilod during theseason 
IS estimated at H2,0u0tons. Of this amount 
Salinas Valley and Cooper ranch con- 
tributed 72,000 tons, the Pajaro Valley 
56,000 and Moro Cojo ranch 14;000. 

The season was protracted by rains and 
ditliculties atteiidiiiir tin- delivery of the 
herls at the fact.Ty. .>w;iig to the in- 
clemency of the wfather and the general 
backwardness of the crop. The average 
yield of the entire beet district is si.xteen 
tons per acre, although in some instances 
the yield has been from twenty-tive to 
thirty-five tons per acre. 

The work of preparing the land for next 
season's crop has already begun. Con- 
tracts for .SdOO acres in Pajaro Valley have 
been signed. It is expected that 8000 acres 
will be planted to sugar beets this year in 
I'ajaro and Salinas valleys and in San 
Benito County.

Convict Ross, Who Sought to 
Escape. Is Now in Solitary 
Confinement. 



The FuomvE Did Not Get Be- 
YOND THE Roof of the 

JOTEMILL. 



SAN QUENTIN, March 22.— Convict 
Ross, after enjoying one day of liberty, is 
again in a cell in the State prison in soli- 
tary confinement, lie was captured at 1 
o'clock to-iiay. 

Ross was a worker in the jutemill. Yes- 
terday at noon lie was missed from his 
bench by the guards, who at once marched 
the other prisoners back to their cells and 
so^koded a general alarm. Warden Hale 
felt certain, as stated in the Call this 
morning, that Ross had not got beyond 
the confines of the prison, but to make as- 
surance doubly sure he sent out searchers 
through the adjacent country while a 
search was made of the prison premises. 
This search continued all night under the 
supervision of Captains Jameson, Edgar 
and Berlin. 

At 1 o'clock this afternoon the searchers 
discovered the crouching figure of Ross 
under a ventilator on top of the jutemill. 
When called on to surrender the prisoner 
readily complied, saying to the officers: 
"Well, )'ou have beaten me again. The 
game is up." He was then placed in soli- 
tary confinement, where be will remain 
until the next meeting of the B^ard of 
Prison IKiectors, who will pass on his case. 

Ross' only meai^ of escape from where 
he was hiding was by reaching the wall, 
which he could easily have done, and 
dropping off. But tliis he dared not risk 
owing to the watch that was being kept. 
This is the second time he has tried to 
escape. The hrst time he was caught dig- 
ging underground, for which- be lost all 
his credits. •

Convicted Criminals Mat Have 
Another Chance to Escape

SAN BERNARDINO, Match 22.— The 
case of Juan Ferra, the accomplice of 
.\melio Garcia in the murder of "Chicken 

.lim." came up again in the Superior Court 
on motion to quash the indictment on the 
ground of the illegality of the Grand Jury, 
but the court continued further bearing of 
the motion until to-morrow. 

It seems the original order for a special 
venire to fill the Grand Jury was drawn in 
'the nsual form "from the body of the 
county," but the clerk in copying it in the 
minutes made the mistake of adding the 
Words ■'and not from bv'-tandcTS." It 
is claimed by lawyers that this will invali- 
date the Grand .Uiry and render void several 
important murder trials as well as quash 
indictments in half a dozen.cases now 
pending. 

Mrs. Kate Barnes, charged with com- 
plicity in poisoning her husband; Juan 

Ferra, accused of murder, and C. B. 
Harnes, charged with robbing the bank at 
Ontario, are among the cases awaiting trial 
under indictments of the (iraud Jury. 

Amelio Garcia has been trieil and sen- 
tenced to be hanged on June 5 ne.xt, and 
John Daley was tried and sentenced to 
seventeen yean in the penitentiary upon 
indictments which will be declared void if 
the decision proves to be as expected. A 
retrial of these cases will involve thousands 
of dollars of expense and afford the crimi- 
nals another opportunity to escape.

SEATTLE, March 22.— The body of 
Thomas Blanck, the most desperate crimi- 
nal who had ever infested the Northwest, 
lying in the morgue at an undertaking es- 
tablishment to-day, was viewed by nearly 
10,000 people. It was necessary to have 
extra police on hand to handle the crowd 
which surrounded the huilUiiig at daylight 
and seemed to increase as the day waned. 

Coroner .\>kaip held an inquest over the 
body of Blanck this afternoon and after a 
number of witnesses had testified the jury 
returned a verdict to the effect that Robert 
Crow and John Sheppich were justified in 
killing Blanck. The most important fea- 
ture brought out at the Inquest was the rea- 
son for Sheppich and Crow firing the seven 
shots into Blanck's body after he had taken 
to the bushes and then reappeared. 

Grow testified before the jury that both 
he and Sheppich had understood tljat 
Blanck had two pistols on his person. 
They, therefore, thought that he had oidy 
consumed the ammunition in one pistol, 
and feared when he came out from the 
bushes that he intended to open fire on 
them again. Crow says that after he and 
Sheppich stopped firing they went up to 
the spot where Blanck lay and found that 
he was dead. 

Thomas Crow, the brother of Robert 
Crow, told the jury that he was about aXJ 
yards from the shooting at the time it 
commenced, and he did aot think that it 
la^ed over two minutes. Crow said that 
when Blanck fell he rushed toward him, 
and arrived in time, to see him gasp his 
final breath. 

Blanck's body is not likely to be placed 
in a grave, as there is at present a move- 
ment on foot in this city to have it em- 
balmed and preserved. The revolver 
which Blanck had on his person when 
killed is the one which he took from Night 
Jailer Kerry Yerbary on the night of the 
}all delivery. Blanck had scratched On 
the handle this Inscription: "Terboiy 
to Tom, Marcii 17. lilfi." 

Few if any of the tliousands who gazed 
upon the dead body of Blanck to-day real- 
ized the enormity of his crimes. By his 
own confession he tias killed five people 
within the last four years and wounded at 
least twenty. He was a stage robber, high- 
wayman, burglar and faank-iobber, his 
operations extending from Blitish .Colom- 
bia through Montana and Washington, 
even to Cafifornia. 

Following is the record of his mnrders: 

An unknown stage drlvsr, shot down near 

Lake Kootenai, in Ilrittsh Columbia, Itt 1881, 
for resisting a hold-up. 
Bteve Gros«, a bartender, killed at Header- 

vlUe, Montana, in September, 1894. 

A Deputy Sheriff, killed about the same time 
in the same vicinlly while chasinf^ Blanck. 

Constable William Jeffreys, snot through the 
heat at Puyallup September 30. 1894. 

Charles H. Bridwell. shot through the heart 
in the Must .«aloon in this city October 3, 1894. 

Supposed murders, but not ini'ludod In his 
confession: James Skinner, station agent of 
the Great Great Northern at Belgrade, Uont; 
Policeman John Flynn at Helena, Hbnt. 

Blanck's confession relates to events 
dating back to U81. Blanck's home was 
in Schenectady, N. Y. He caihe 'West years 
ago and his first ertmewas committed at 
Nelson, B. C, when, with a partner, he 
held up a stagecoach containing two China- 
men, The driver showed tight, was killed, 
and Blanck and his companion got $4.i(Xiin 
gold and silver. The silver was too heavy 
and was iMiried and Blanck said that so far 
as he knew it was still in tne ground. 

They escaped and Blanck went back 
East, only to retnm to the coast in a 
short time to take part in several 
highway robberies and get caught while 
committing a burglary at Kalama in this 
State. He broke jail and in February, 1891, 
entered Bingham Holbrook's bank at 
M'oolley, Wa."!]., but as he had no tools he 
got nothing except a revolver. 

Then he went to Fairhaven, committed 
a burglary, shot Policeman Peter Brugbn 
twice, and escaped a mob which pursued 
him. Port Townsend saw him next, where 
he was arrested, taken back to Fairhaven, 
but broke jail and went to California where 
he figured in several hold-ups. 

He then went to Texas and then East 
again, but in 1894 came West, and on 
August IR of that year, while a partner 
guarded the outside entrance, Blanck en- 
tered the barroom in the Broadwater Hoti l 
at Helena, held the bartender up, took 
1180 out of the cash drawer and after driv- 
ing out of the saloon several persons who 
had entered while he was taking the 
money, escaped. He was followed, a fight 
ensued, but Blanck finally got away. He 
had lost most of his clothing in the fight, 
atid while on the road met an old man, 
whom he compelled to torn over his 
clothes. 

Later he robbed a bartender at Marjs- 
ville, Mont., of about $150. 

At Meaderville, Mont., he held ap a bar- 
tender, failed to get any money and. killed 
him. He was chased and had to kilt a 
Deputy Sheriff in order to get away, and 
then, coming to this Htate, he luurderod 
Constable Jeffreys at Buyallup. and lati/r 
killed Bartender Bridwell lu this city, for 
which he pleaded guilty and received a 
death sentence. He was awaiting a hear- 
ing on an appeal in this case when he broke 
jail last Snndaj[.

The Crazy Man Goes Ashore and the 
Captain Secures Help to 
Captura Him. 



VANCOtJVBB, B, C, March 22,— Dodg- 
ing around on a small ' steamer to escape 
from a madman armed with a revolver is 
no pleasant experience, yet that was what 
Michael Manson, Justice of tiio Peace and 
owner of the steamer Stella, and two nieni- 
bers of the crew had to do Tuesday night 
for over two hours. 

The steamer was anchored at Quathiaska 
cove, Yaldes Island, 150 miles np the coast, 
when a man named Jacob Lobb came 
aboard and asked for passage to Salmon 
River. Manson intended to start at 3 
o'clock, so two members of the crew went 
to sleep in the pilot-house while he and 
the stranger sat before the fire reading. 

About 2 o'clock Manson went to examine 
the engines. Jnst before Manson left, tue 
stranger who gave the name of Goanell, 
began talking in a peculiar manner, but 
Manson thinking he had been drinking, 
paid no attention to it. 

Manson was just returning to the pilot- 
house when he heard a shot. He im- 
mediately ran up, when another shot hit 
the lantern he was carrying, completely 
smashing it and putting them in darkness. 

The two h.ands of the steamer came run- 
ning to Manson and told him that the 
stranger had suddenly opened fire on 
them with a revolver. Grant, one of the 
deckhands, was shot in the thigh and 
badly wounded. 

Oosnell was then seen approaching, and 
for nearly two hours the men had a lively 
time escaping from the madman, who took 
up a position in the pilot-house, thus pre- 
venting escape to shore. Occasionally he 
would suddenly appear on either side of 
the steamer and shoot if he thought he 
saw one of them. 

At last the maniac want ashore and 
Manson instantly got up steam and started 
off for a neighboring Indian ranch. Three 
Indians, were pressed into service and 
together they managed to secure the man 
while asleep and he was hioaght here and 
lodged in ^a.

PORTLAND, Or., March 82,— There is 
apparently a misunderstanding as to the 
effect of Judge Gilbert's ofder appointing 
John M. Egan to be independent receiver 
of the Oregon Short Line and Utah North- 
ern Railway Company. The order is con- 
ditional and is effective only after the 
entry in the court of Wyoming of an order 
directing the old receivers to turn over the 
property in their hands to Egan. 

Technically this means thit should the 
Wyoming court decide in the Dillon case 
that the old receivers should be removed, 
Egan would be appointed by that court in 
their stead, and by the suit of the Ameri- 
can Loan and Trust Company having been 
brought here and the appointment of Egan 
having been made here lirst, Judge Gil- 
bert's court would become the court of 
primary jurisdiction. Egaii would then 
operate the property under the direction of 
the coart here, from which all orders would 
be originally obtained, and • all moneys 
would be deposited first in Fortiand. This 
is the technical condtision to be drawn 
from the language of the onter, viewed in 
■alegalligh^ 

The practical effect, however, will be to 
place John M. Egan in possession of the 
property as receiver. The American Loan 
and Trust Company will pay the back in- 
terest due on the Dillon mortgage. The 
old receivers December b last paid the 
August interest on this mortgage and all 
that is now doe and^ayahle is the Febru- 
ary interest, which amounts to (447,930. 
The old receiTars hat* in their hands funds 
more than snfficient to pay this interest 
and in order to secure control of the prop- 
erty to Egan as receiver the American 
Loan and Trust Company will advance 
this amount and wait for its return a few 
weeks until the old receivers turn over 
the'ir funds to Egan, when the latter will 
then pay back to the American Loan and 
Tnut Company the $447,930 they advance. 

The effect of this payment of the inter- 
est due on the Dillon mortgage will be to 
satisfy all present claims that can be made 
under it and to virtually throw the Dillon 
case out of court. The American Loan and 
Trust fompany will move for a dismissal 
of the Jjillonsuit and this motion will have 
to be granted. There will then be left two 
suits, that of Richardson, trustee of 
the hrst mortgage on the Utah and North- 
em, and that of the American Loan 
and Tmst Company on the consolidated 
mortgage on the entire Oregon Short Line 
and Utah' Northern system. Both these 
suits were brought in the Ninth or Judge 
Uilbcrt's circuit, and his order appointing 
Egan receiver will hold good. 

The plan of the junior licn-holders of the 
Short Line is to reorganize the road and 
take it ont of the hands of a receiver at the 
earliest possible day. The Short Line sys- 
tem owes the American Loan and Trust 
Com pany about $27,000,000, A part of this 
amount is secured by the hypothecation 
of a majority of the stock of the Oregon 
Railway and Navigation Company. The 
plan contemplates foreclosure proceedings 
by which this stock will be secured and tho

'Jlie (joveriior asked; "D.i you ijelieve 
that if an attorney were to call tlie Su- 
preme Court a set of fools he .sliould 

not l>e punished?" 

Philbrook answered; "Certainly not. 
He should be tried ipr libel oc heavily

The Governor then remarked that if the 
bill pa.s.sod it would allow a lawyer to black- 
guard tlu- court with absolute impunity. 

The second claiisp of the bill provides 
for the reinstatement of any of the at- 
torneys (ii^b:lrred fi>r word.s spoken or 
written in a case at law. and Attorney 
Philbrook commenced to explain its 
meaning, but was inturrupted by Governor 
Budd, who said, "Yes, 1 know what just it 
means.

Dr. Potter and his wife were in attend- 
ance, and said that they had no particular 
objection to the bill if the Burke bill was 
signed, making their institution a strictly 
private instead m' a .luasi-public one. 

It is not likely that the measure will re- 
ceive the Governor's signature.

SACRAMENTO, March 22.-r-A delega- 
tion from the Exempt Firemen's Society, 
licaded by James O'Donnell, succeeded in 
placing a bill, No. .191, providing for a pen- 
sion for indigtnl nieniliers of tlie orfraniza- 
tion, in a favorable light before his Excel- 
lency, and received the Governor s prom- 
ise that the bill would be signed. In their 
statement they said t|at but 260 members 
were alive at the present time in San Fntn- 
Cisco, and over 200 of these wei« mllUon- 
aires or comfortably provided for. Of the 
remaining sixty, tiiiirty wera ifa urgent 
need and the funds of their soeiety were 
exhausteil.

SACRAMENTO, March 22.— The friends 
and advocates of the numerous aspirants 
for the office of the third judgeship for 
Sacramento County were admitted to the 
Governor's office to-day and presented 
their arguments in favor of their respec- 
tive clients. 

J. W. Hughes developed the strongest 
legal following. Ex-Attorney-General A. 
L. Hart, who acted as Hughes' advocate, 
presented a petition signed by forty-three 
out of sixty-two members of the Sacra- 
mento bar, irrespective of politics.

WASHINGTON, March 22.— The Cabi 
net meeting to-day lasted but two hours, 
every Ixwiy being present but Serrrtary Car- 
lislo, who was in New York. The session 
is sai'i to liave l<con uneventful, ami tiiere 
is sai'i to have been an eiitin* iili^ence of 
friction between the members, although 
the principal subjects nnder discussion re- 
lating to the varions complications -into 
which the XTnited States has Ijecome in- 
Tolved with certain foreign countries were 
well calculated to exhibit diversified indi- 
Tidnal views. 

It is presumed that the attitude of Great 
Britain toward Venezuela and Nicaragua 
was canvassed. ln:l as far as can be 'jath- 
ered, the Secretary of State liad no nrw 
matter touching this to impart, and it was 
not believed to be necessary to take any 
positive action at this juncture in the pro- 
ceedings. 

In view of the more weighty matters 
now engaging the attention of tlie admin- 
istration, it is stated that foreign Ministers 
in 'Washington are likely to be for the pres- 
ent left .indistnrbed in their relation'b with 
our Government. 

No answer beyond a purely perfunctory 
one, acknowledging the receipt of this 
country's communication, and promising 
to make investigations, has been returned 
by Spain to the demand in the Allianca 
affair, and while under ordinary condi- 
tions this might be resented by this Gov- 
ernment a disposition was siuovn by the 
Cabinet to make all due allowance for the 
fact of the overturning of the Spanish 
Cabinet, ihe subordinates not daring to do 
anything to compromise the incoming 
Cabinet.

W.ASHINGTON', March Ji'.— The trouble 
between Nicaragua and IJreat Britain, 
which has threatened to entangle the 
United States, has not assumed the bellig- 
erent aspect made out by recent reports. 
These untrue reports were to the effect 
that Great Britain has assured that there 
would be no encroachment on American 
sinl, and with this understanding Great 
Britain may bombard Greytown without 
the intervention of the Tnited States. 

That Great Tlriiaiii Uiade any sucii repre- 
sentations is discredited by (Ijose best ad- 
yisad QP t})e subject. It is known definitely 
^'oat Sir Jnltah Pauncefote, the British 
Embassador, has not seen Secretary Gres- 
bam on the Nicaragtian question and has 
no communication whatever on the sub- 
ject.

General Barrios, the special envoy 
of Nicaragua, who recently left here for 
home, will soon return to Washington. 

From the British standpoint the trouble 
with Nicaragua is one in whicli tlie interests 
of the T"nited States and Great Britain are 
siir.i.'ar. as when the British Vice-Consul, 
Mr. Hatch, was expelled from Nicaragua 
several citizens of the United States were 
also expelled. The latter were allowed to 
reinm, but it is believed an indemnity for 
their expulsion wa^ qi;:etly ].aid.

It is true that under the re- 
ports of the American Boundary Commis- 
sion and the An>jlo-Canadian Boundary 
Cbmmission of last year England lays 
claim to large and valuable portions of 
.Maska, both in the interior and on the .sea- 
board, which had previously been regarded 
as American territory. It is also true that 
botli of the commissions of survey came to 
very nearly the same conclusion regarding 
the questions which they had been ap- 
pointed to settle. There were, however, 
diverse opinions between them regarding 
certain matters which cannot be over- 
looked. 

The fundamental fact to he kept in mind 
regarding Alaska and the joint British 
and American survey of it is that the 
i)Ouiidaries will not be finally settled until 
they have been matte the subject ol diplo- 
matie negotiation between the govern- 
mente at I.ondon and at Washington, 
under the terms of the treaty of 1825 be- 
tween Russia and- Great Britain, by which 
treaty our rights must be determined.

WASHINGTON, March 22.-The in- 
clement weather of the past winter has 
had a serious effect on the trunk of the 
large sequoia, or California redwood tree, 
that was such a great attraction at the 
World's Fair, and was afterward brought 
to Washington and set up in the grounds 
of the Agricultural Department. Large 
portions of the bark of the tree have fallen 
off as the result of exposure to rain and 
frosts. Workmen are now engaged in re- 
placing these pieces, holding them in place 
by wrapping wire tightly around the tree, 
and when tills is completed an umbrella- 
like covering will be erected over the top of 
the trunk, sufficient to keep the rain from 
dropping down the sides. The trunk is 
about thirty feet in height, and probably 
about half as thick. <

WASHINGTON", March 22.— An error 
by some Congressional clerks in making 
up the copy of the Stmdry Civil appropria- 
tion sent to the President has materially 
changed the intention of Cflngress in pro- 
viding for the establishment of two mili- 
tary postr. It involves also the rivalry of 
the cities of Seattle and Tacoma, AVash., 
and probably will result in favor of Seattle. 
When the hill was pending in the House 
Senator Squire, who lives in Seattle, gave 
notice of an amendment for the establish- 
ment by the Secretary of War of a post on 
Puget Sound. This would mean a post at 
Seattle, as General Otis, in command of 
the department of the Columbia, had 
already reported in favor of that point. 
Kepresentative Tloolittle, who lives at 
Tacoma. then oifered an aniendineat in 
the House for a post at Puget Sound, with 
a proviso that its location should be deter- 
mined by a board of army officers, none 
of whom should be stationed in the de- 
partment where the post was located. 
This was adopted in the House. 

The Senate struck out the proviso for an 
examination by an army board. Senator 
Roach of Niirth i>akota offered an amend- 
ment in the Seiiati- which was adojited, 
providing fi.r the abandonment of the mili- 
tary po.st at Fort Yates and the establish- 
ment of a post at Bismarck, N. D. When 
the bill was in conference an agreement 
was reached to restore the Doolittle 
amendment with some slight modiiica- 
tioiis. which necessitated its being re- 
written. 

It now appears that the provision for a 
board of army oilicers to examine mnl re- 
port njion the best site applies to the I'.is- 
niarek post, while the Secretary may ;ro 
ahead and locate the post on Puget Sound 
at his discretion. The department cannot 
act on what may have been the intention 
of Congress, but must construe the law 
and apply it as it reads. It will be a seri- 
ous disappointment to a do/en or more 
ambitious places on I'uget .Sound, v. hii h 
are getting ready to present their claims 
for the post to a hoard to be appointeil fur 
that purpose. Now the claims will be pre- 
sented to the Secretary, who will probably 
be governed by the advice of the army 
officers who have examined the matter, 
and the last annual report of General Otis,' 
which recommended a post at Spokane 
and another at Seattle, will have great 
weight. The Spokane post was authorized 
in the army appropriation bill.

The resolution was the out- 
come of a request by Governor Foster to 
know whether any more funds could be 
raised by private subscription in order to 
ni.iintani the e.xpeiise of the military on 
the river front. The military will not be 
able to maintain their vijiil on the river 
front until they are supplied with the 
necessary money, and the resolntion will 
probably bring the levee trouble to some 
kind of a settlement.

Shot Down in Hie Stronghold by a 
Beputy Sheriff. 

.BIRMINGHAM, Ala., March 22.— Jim 
Morrison, the most decided outlaw of this 
section of the country, was killed last night 

i by Deputy Sheriff Henry Cole, in a remote 
' part of this country where the desperado 
has terrorized the people, carried, on a 
counterfeiting den and plundered houses 
for months. 

A few years ago he was sent to the Pratt 
mines prison for the murder of 'Com Web- 
ber, from where he^ escaped. He was re- 
captured and remained in confinement a 
few months, again escaped with six others 
by blowing his way out of the mines with 
dynamite. Since that time he killed 
Deputy Sheriff Dexter, who was trying to 
arrest him, and was established in the 
mountains and carried on hisouUawry un- 
molested.

COLON, Colombia, March 22.— The fol- 
lowing are the details of the attack recent- 
ly made upon Bocas del Toro during which 
the notorious Mexican bandit, Garza, was 
killed. About 4 a. m. I^riday, March 8, the 
reliels from Nicaragua made a desperate 
attack upon Bocas del Toro. The attack- 
ing party consisted of fifty men, under the 
leadership of Catarino Garzai Piercia Cas- 
tro and Safanor Moro. 

After landing under the cover of dark- 
ness, the rebels captured the policemen on 
duty and attacked the calaboose and lib- 
erated all the prisoners. The rebels then 
attacked the (piartcrs garrisoned by about 
forty soldiers under command of Lieuten- 
ant Lopez. The Government soldiers were 
taken by surprise and some were killed 
while still in their bunks, but, when 
aroused, the soldiers fought gallantly. The 
lieutenant 'was killed. 

During the fighting ten rebels were 
killed, fifteen were wounded and twenty- 
live were taken prisoners, (in the (iovern- 
mcnt side four were killed and nine 
wounded. Among the rebels killed were 
Garza and Castro. As soon as the invaders 
saw theae two men fall they retreated 
toward the outskirts and disappeared in 
the brush. During the encounter #n at- 
tempt was made to set fire to the town. 
Castro saturated the side of a house with 
kerosene and was in the act of lighting a 
match to start the connagration, when he 
was noticed by a soldier, who -!., ii dead. 

The rebels also made an unsuccessful at- 
tempt to use dynamite. Several women 
were killed. Miss Nellie Isaacs, the Gov- 
ernment schoolmistress, is reported among 
those slain. A Government official after 
the engagement captured the ^schooner 
Favor de Dios and found on board eighty 
rifles, 20,000 cartridges, and blankets, cloth- 
ing and rations for the rebels. 

At the request of United States Consular 
Agent Dr. Hand, fifty marines from the 
Vnited States cruiser .Atlanta were landed 
I for the protection of .-Vmerican interests. 
As this letter is mailed a decisive battle Is 
about to be fought in the department of 
Santander. General Reyes, commander of 
the Government troops, is at Gncnta with 
5000 men, and is waiting the arrival of 
General Mateus, who is at the head of 
re-enforcements numbering 5000. 'When 
these two bodies are joined a combined 
attack will be made upon the rebel force, 
the estimated number of which is about 
6000. 

NEW YORK, March 22.— Since the fore- 
going letter was mailed the Associated 
I'ress correspondent at Colon, March 18, 
cabled that a telegraphic message had been 
received there from President Care, dated 
Bogota, announcing that the revolution in 
the republic of < 'o! .in bia w as ended. The 
dispatch added that the triumph of General 
Reyes over the rebels had been complete. 

BASBIT GARZA'S LAST RALLT. 

Official Confirtnation of the Notorious 
Outlaw's Death. 

WASHINGTON, March 22. — Writing 
under date of Ban Jose, Costa Rica, March 
10, United States Minister Baker confirms 
the report of the death of Garza, the noto- 
rious Mexican revolutionist and outlaw. 
The Minister says that Garza for some 
time past has been residing in Costa Rica, 
but recently left Port Limon for San Juan 
del Norte, Nicaragua. At that place he 
gathered around him some thirty men, 
cliielly C'liliinjljiaii e\iles, and secured 
money and a ciuantity of small arms. A 
small sailing craft was chartered and the 
party embarked on, the 2d inst., landing 
the following day at Gahuita, Costa Rica, 
thirty-five miles south of Port Limon. 
Here Garza took quarters with an Ameri- 
can nameii Reynolds and awaited the ex- 
pected arrival of the Colombian exiles 
from the interior. In this, however, he 
was <lisappointed, as this Government im- 
mediately stopped communication with 
Port Cahuita, and dispatched a body of 
soldiers by land to capture the revolution- 
ists. Garza received warning of the ap- 
proach of the troops, and with sixty fol- 
lowers embarked in two small boats for 
Bocas del Toro, Colombia. I'pon arriving 
at that point, the party at once attacked 
the barracks, but was defeated. Garza and 
eleven followers, including Dr. Piercia 
Castro, second in command, an.d General 
Morecia were killed. The remainder of 
the party were taken prisoners.

by the House and Senate to investigate the 
condition and management of the State 
Penitentiary was submittrd. It covers 
about hfty pages of typewritten manu- 
script. 

The fact seems to have been pretty 
clearly established that some form of pun- 
ishment inflicted at the penitentiary is un- 
necessarily harsh. The investigation also 
brought out the fact that the favorite form 
of torture at the penitentiary consisted of 
jdacing the convict in the "IkpIc," or dark 
cellar, with bis hands handt-uffed and 
draw n up toward the back of his neck with 
a rope first passed around his neck in such 
a manner that every effort made by the 
man undergoing punishment to lower hia 
hands from the painful elevation drew the 
rope . so tightly behind his neck that suffo- 
cation would ensue. 

The committee then recommended that 
this form of punishment be dispensed with. 
This recommendation seems to have been 
neglected to some extent, bat a new mode 
of torture has been brought into promt 
nence. 

The convicts are handcnlled to a rope. 
The other end of the rope is passed over a 
pulley in the ceiling and the convict hauled 
up until he can barely touch the floor with 

his toes. He is left in this position until 
he is either sulHciently punished or faints 
dead away. In the latter case he is let 
down, a bucket of water thrown over him 
to revive him. and he is then conducted 
back to his cell or a cot in the hospital. 

Many persons test! tied to these facts and 
the committee reported in favor of a 
system of leasing the penitentiary, which 
will probably be adopted.

Costly Art and Relics From 
Everywhere— The Fund Is 
Not Exhausted. 



The i^w museum which stands on the 
grounds, a monument to the success of the 
California Midwinter Intcmatiniial Exposi- 
tion of IsW, wiU this day Iw lianded over 
to the Park Conimissiom rs by Director 
Genera, lie Youii^' an J the . ^cciiiive com- 
niineo ami the Park Commissioners will 
throw ni.i ii its frates to tin; pulilic. 

A for' 11 'I ^ii-y men liave been at work 
for 50I! . iniic and will so continue tip to 



the most complete in its way next to the 
armor room, for besides presenting s nnm- 
I ber of rare and beautiful examples , of 
1 ceramic art, it shows the work in all its 
! different stages of development. These 
1 form the exhibit as made fi.'r the Chicago 
' Fair, but which we were fortunate enough 
to secnre. There is here a beaatifal Royid 
{ Worcester Tase and another from the 
1 Poulton Works. 

"In the .Spanish room is an interesting 
and instructive collection of Moorish and 
Spanish art pieces, musical instruments. 
Old implements of war, jewels, samples of 
clothing, ancient and modem, and articles 
of virtu, which I secured from John Chad- 
wick & Co. In the Oriental room is the 
carving' of a Japanese drawing a jinrikisha, 
and otiicr Jai)anese and Chinese objects, 
including a luxurious sedan-chair, known 
as the wedding-chair. Here are also hang- 
ing from the ceiling an elaborate collection 
of oriental lamps in great variety. 

"There is a -foiefatliers' room,' in which 
we have a colic, tiiin of things illustrative 
of o'.ir old colonial days, the spinning- 
whei'l, an>hron~, Ijrass candlesticks, etc. 

"There is also a splendid collection of 
gems, especially prepared for ns by Tif- 
fany, a number ofbeautiful works in ivory 
from different nations of the earth, illus- 
trating their methods of work, and includ- 
ing the largest ivory sword, some antique 
glasswork from old Tyre, a great collection 
of queer and rare old watches, somelwenty- 
one piec es of gold Ktrnscan jewelry from the 
Castelani collection and vases from the 
great (^lUector Clark's catalogue. 

"In the gallery there is tlie collection of 
birds, numbering over iS.ftX), and then 
there is the ,'<oiiili .sica Island collection, 
s:io\vj:iir their I allocs, intj'leinents of war 
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the hour of <q>eni&g the doors to-day in 
getting the curios placed and the car- 
penters' and truckmen's evideaces of how 
it was done cleared away, bnt the glimpses 
that have been olitaincd dnring the tur- 
moil present collections of rare and inter- 
esting objects suiiicient to n^ake anjeVceed- 
ingly creditable showing-. 

That this' has 'oeen il^'he out of the sur- 
plus earnings oi the Midwinter Fair held 
in a very bad year for fairs is certainly a 
matter for congratulation. 

The collection represents enrioi^, repre- 
sentative bits of art and handicraft objects 
of interest from every part of the world. 

Tliere is the Oriental room, tlie .lajanesp, 
Chinese. Spanish, a forefathers' room and 
other room-; tiie armor-room, the ivory- 
room and various collections 01 distinctive 
cla-scs of art work. 

The niaseum represents almost the in- 
dividual labors of M. li. du Young. He 
seiectcil nearly all that goes to make the 
several c ullrctious. or, rather, the one 
great collection. In an interview last 
evening about the museum, what there is 
there and how it was obtained Mr. de 
Young said : 

"This is >>rnitly a beginning, to l>e sure, 
a mere start, but I belin-e that it will be 
found to be a very gooil leginning and 
will form a distinct, v.-.i'.iat le and attract- 
ive addition to the park. It has all been 
done out of the siiri.Uis funds of the Mid- 
winter Fair-, and without any call for addi- 
tional snlfscripti.ins. as was necessarv at 
Chicago, althoiiih. withal, that of course 
is much more pretentions than ours. But, 
In the first place, ti e expense of preparing 
the building foi ii s ourpose was verv con- 
Mderable. We have' changed the R<iyal 
Tavilion from the tlimsy structure that it 
was into a subMantiai building of brick. 
That alone con fViW. -Viided to that was 
the expense of fitting \\\, the rest of it. the 
railings, glass rasinp ; and all that. 

"Whatarethe thinjrs ii\ tiic collection 
in which I take the mo-t pri.ie? Well vou 
know the Dore and the I 'loisonne vase?? 
They have been picturcM uiui written about 
until eve ybody is familiar with their 
beauty and value as works of art. 

" Well then tliereart a line of Napoleonic 
relics from the Mestaver de 'inv collection 
that are vahiahle becau-e oi" their un- 
doubted and direct association with Napo- 
leon I— ribbon of the l^eL-ion of Honor, 
epaulette straps and vestcoat plastron 
worn by him, a tube of the telescope used 
by the Emperor on his return from Elba in 
1815, pieces-of tapestry from the bedroom 
and reception-room of hi- house at .St. 
Helena. Then there is the -olia bronze 
statue of the Emjwror, the original model 
for the monument erected at Boulo-:ic, 
where his army camped while contemjihit- 
ingadescent on England, as described in 
the Mestayer catalogue. 

"There is also a remarkablv valuable col- 
lect !on of Napoleonic medals and coins 
beniL' a collection made by Tiffany for a 
wealthy private .collector who, when the 
list was completed, found himself suffering 
so badly from the financial collapse that 
he was unable to secure it. I think Tiffany 
wante<l to see the collection go out X c w 
York and I secured it. It enibrai es every 
coin and medal issued during the Naptj- 
leonic dynastv— from the first to the third 
It embraces 670 medal.s and i^Hl coins — 1051 
pieces. 

"Well, then there is tlie armor-room, 
where there is a complete collection show- 
ing the evohiiiou of armor— how it grew 
from the mere breastplate and shield uf 
the original armor-clad knight until it cov- 
ered the body with heavy steel, and then 
dropped away again piece by piece as the 
experience of the warriors showed ihem 
that they were not often struck on the 
shins, for instance, until they finally dis- 
pensed with the last piece again. Tl.i.- 
was secured through Ilr. Zahn from the 
great Zschillc coiIc( lioii. ^ 

"In this room are aUo the three beautiful 
hand-wrought iron f;ate8 from -Uermany, 
excellent examples of art in this lioe. 
which were on exhibition at the Chicago 
World's Fair. 

"The ceramic room aad «rt collection is 



and samples of the few things they wear 
down there. Among these is a feather 
cloak, said to be ciuite as intricate a work 
as the million-dollar cloak made by civil- 
ized hands and exhibited at Ohicaeo us 
such a wonder as to be valued at a mnliou 
dollars. 

"Then there is another cdlection that 
will probably attract little attention until 
it is fully understood, but which, I think, 
is extremely interesting. It is several 
strings of what are called Babvloiiian 
cylinders. They are cylindrical "ijits oT 
stone of different colorsand cjnalitie.s, upon 
which the magnates of Babylon had 
carveil their signatures, figures of them- 
selves and members of their family and 
whatnot in miniature. They were used as 
the coat of arms as signature and seal are 
used to-day. 

"The contracts, transfers. and such im- 
portant documents of those days were 
traced in plates of soft clay or cement, and 
on the bottom the parties to the contract 
rolled these cylinders, leaviii" the figures 
upon them indented in the clay. The clay 
was then thrust in an oven and baked until 
the inscription upon it remained fixecl in 
stone. These little cylinders, recovered 
from recent excavations. I secured from the 
men in New York— indeed, 1 had to make 
a trip to Newark to get them— who made 
the excavations, and I do not believe that 
anv other musetiin has such a ccdlection. 

"Now this is not even an outline of the 
collection by any means, but simply a 
mention of some of the more notable 
features. I will only add that our fund 
has not been all expended either, but a 
considerable surplus remains for further 
purchases. How much I connot say, for 
the worK out there is scarcely complete, 
and the bills are not in. However, there 
is evenr reason for the executive commit- 
tee, I- believe, to congratulate itself on the 
end of its labors. The city has at least a 
good beginning for a luuseuui."

THE THREE MEN INDICTED. 



Refusal of the Bank-Wrecker 
TO Submit to Attempted 
Extortion. 



"I>r."WiUiam Jenningson, one* of Dick 
McDonald's old henchmen, John Gamage, 
the private detective, and U. .M. Blank, 
the oil man, were indicted yesterday by 
the ( irand Jury for attempting to black- 
mail Hick McDonald. None of the men 
have been arrested yet, as the indictments 
have not been filed with tbe oourt 

The attempt of Dr. Jenningson to black- 
mail Dick McDonald will astonish the 
people conversant with the troubles of 
the Pacific Bank and the People's Homa 
Savings Bank, as Jonningson was McDon- 
ald's confident ial man liuring all the ras- 
cality connected with the celebrated case. 
There is no doubt that Jenniiingson has 
evidence that would be very injurious to 
HcDonald. ' It was an attempt to sell this 
evidence to McDonald which will cause the 
arrest of the three men. 

The witnesses before the Grand Jury were 
Dick McDonald, his wife, D. S. Dorn, 
Joseph Eastland, Charjes Montgomery and 
John Gamage. 

The storv told was that about two weeks 
ago P. M. Blank called on DicK McDonald 
and imparted to him that i'r. .lenningson 
had certain documents which, if placed in 
evidence at McDonald's next trial, woulil 
be sufficient to send him to Han Qnentin. 
The plot was evidently arranged by Jen- 
niiig.-on and itamage. The latter un- 
folded the plot to Blank one day and pro- 
posed that Blank deal with McDonald. 

Blank has been a dealer in oils, with his 
son, Eugene C. Blank, at 123 California 
street. He recently went out of business. 
He had had some trouble with the Tallant 
Bank and had einploved Carnage to secure 
evidence for him. AVii iicises claim that 
Blank owed (iamage fXlU. (iamage pro- 

Soseci that if Blank could make Dick Idc- 
lonald put up money to suppress Jenning- 
soii's evidence he would call their account 
square. 

Jenningson's excuse is that Dick Mc- 
Donald owed him money and he wante<l to 
force the payment by the means descriljed. 

When Blank tirst called on iJick McDon- 
ald he demanded Jli'iU as a bribe for the 
silence of the three blac;kmaiiers. McDon- 
ald refused to pav, and when before the 
Grand Jury stated that though he had been 
advised by Dorn and Montgomery to pay 
the money he believed if he did give in to 
this atteinpt at blackmail dozens of others 
would follow, and his assets from tbe Pa- 
cific Bank would be eaieu up by the de- 
mands of the hungry blackmailers. 

When McDonald refused toacc.ecle to the 
demand of Blank the price to suppress the 
injurious documents was reduced by de- 
grees to liiO. The blackmailers then 
hara.sscd McDonald and his wife until they 
decided to rid themselves of the conspira- 
tors by giving the facts to the Grand Jury. 
The decision was reached yesterday morn- 
ing, and in the afternoon the members of 
the Grand Jury were surprised to seethe 
man who has been in jail for months come 
from behind the bars to have other people 
arrested. 

McDonald's reputation as a liar was so 
well known to the grand jurymen that 
they questioned him very closely and tried 
in every way to see whether he' was treat- 
ing them to a manufactured .story. His 
statement could not be tangled up". Mrs. 
McDonald was also questioned very closely, 
and when she came from the jury-room 
she was in tears. Sb& stated that she had 
had ciuestions put to her in such a way 
that slie felt her veracity was being ques- 
tioned. The grand jurors only wanted to 
make sure they should not indict innocent 
persons. 

Dorn and Montgomery verified the state- 
ments of the McDonalds, admitting that 
they had knowledge of tilie attempted 

blackmail.

Rabbi Voors.mnger Eulogizes 
THE Movement in 
Judaism. 

"Cabalists " by Dr. Nieto— FIabbi 
Levy on " Knowledge Is 

Power." 



Dr. Voorsanger preached tbe last of his 
series of lectures on "The Jew as • Citizen 
of the World" last evening. 

In the course of his remarks lie said that 
tbe nineteenth centurj' brought more 
changes to the Jew than to the Christian. 
Civilisation for the Christian began with 
the reformation; for the Jew it coinmenccd 
with the French revolation, and it was a 
matter of very slow growth with him. The 
Ghetto life treated of in the last lecture 
had no intellectual environments as we 
understand them. The Ghetto pressed 
upon the Jew's life and upon his surround- 
ings. 

"The nineteenth century," continued 
the rabbi, "is a century of emancipation; 
It is the expression of tbe better knowledge, 
and the awakened sense of Christian na- 
tions; it is at once the consummation of 
eighteen centuries of struggling, of con- 
fliction, of contention." 

Dr. Voorsanger then traced the rise of 
the reform movement among the Hebrews, 
saying that reform Judaism was the only 
one which satisfied the requirements of 
science and religion. 

To-morrow morning a special sermon 
will be delivered by Rabbi Voorsanger, 
relative to the work of the Kmanu-El sisier- 
hood, and ne.Tl Fridav evening "The 
New Woman; Whtit She Is, and 'Where 
She Is," will come in for treatment. 

At the Sherilh Israel Synagogue Dr. 
Jacob Nieto delivered an interesting lecture 
last evening on "The Cabalists." The 
reverend gentleman traced the origin of 
this peculiar faction of the Hebrew nation, 
which he considered to have been due to 
the contest betweeb tbe Talmudists and 
the Rationalists. They deemed them- 
selves inspired, and imagined that in every 
verse or even letter of the law there ex- 
isted a hidden meaning. 

During the evening the choir rendered 
several selections of music in an«adm{rable 
manner; among others "Blessing, Glorv 
and Wisdom," by Tours. Miss Millicen't 
Flynn acted as soprano in place of Mrs. 
Alvina Hciier Wilson, who was indisposed. 
The musical portion of the service was 
under the direction of Mrs. H. J. Stewart. 

Rabbi M. S. Levy addressed the congre- 
gation Beth Israel last evening, taking as 
his subject "Knowledge Is T'ower." t«!ird 
Dr. Levy :

l.iviiiR as we do in an age which bears testi- 
mony to tlie invincible pciwer of knowledge, we 
should eiiuournge popular education as tne 
basis of man's dignity and moral work. 

The imprcvenii iit ol the poorerclusses which 
is deplorably iiienieiem should be advanced tiy 
personai contact, mul the men of kiiowlcilge 
whose visits are like the angels, "few and far 
between," could do much bv illustraliiiK the 
influence of knowledge w ith the magic of their 
personal teueh and the charm of contact. The 
ministry of to-day lucds a better acipmiiuaiu e 
with the army of ihos..' wlio urc neither able 
nor fortunate enouglt to contribute bv reason 
of their inability. "Look well to the children 
of the poor" was good Talraudical philosphy, 
for from their midst great men may arise. 
Feeling the Importmicc of tliis theory I am con- 
vinced that "not on bread alone can man live." 
but by knowledge the future man will be all 
powerlul.

How the Animals Are Handled at Jam- 
raah's. In Iioadon. 

A writer in Little Folks, who paid a 
visit to Jamrach's wild-beast establish- 
ment, in London, has this to say : 

Now, there are at the moment I am 
writing two beautiful Bengal tiger cubs in 
one of the cages. The cubs are old eiioiii,'h 
to be dangerous, .so if I tell you the way f 
saw them put into the cage they now in- 
habit you will know a little of how wild 
animals are transferred from one place of 
conliiiement to another. 

The boxes that tigers and lions come in 
are not very big — just big enough to allow 
the inmate's to lie comfortably. ' This, be- 
sides saving freight, prevents the animal 
from using his full strength, and perhaps, 
in case of fright or frenzy, from bursting 
the box. 

Well, the box with the tiger cubs was 
placed in front of. nnd partly in, the open 
cage. .\ s|i,liu(. cloor in t!ie box was iheii 
lifted, and the cubs darted forward at the 
meat that was lying in the far corner of 
the cage to tempt them. Meanwhile the 
box was quickly withdrawn, and the 
barred gate of the cage as quickly shut. 

It is easy, however, to transfer an animal 
from a confined box to a large cage. He 
is going then from captivity to compara- 
tive liberty. It is not so easy — indeed it is 
extremely difficult — to get him to go 
through the reverse process, to walk from 
a large cage into a box. If there be time, 
he can always be made to do it quietly 
enough. 

Give him no food in the large cage, but 
nut it if tbe box. He may even hold out 
for days; hunger, however, will prove in 
the end stronger than his fears, and he 
will, with a growl, make a dash for the 
joints, when the trap will be closed against 
him. 

It isn't always possible to wait for 
hunger to make nim submit. Perhaps the 
animal Is wanted te-morrow. and the 
dealer has got the order only to-dav and 
must catch the train with him at 4 o'clock 
in the afternoon. What is to be done now? 

Here man's superior intelligence shows 
itself. It is fear that prevents the animal 
from entering the box, and this fear must 
he overcome by a greater fear. This is an 
easy matter to the animal dealer with his 
knowledge of animals. 

He simply sets light to a little bundle of 
dry straw in the cage; this is enough— the 
animal's fear of fire 'n^kfs him fly at anv 
outlet of escape.

The leaders of the Sailors' Union ac- 
knowledge that they are now making the 
fight of the organization's life, and upon 
the result of the present contest with the 
Ship-owners' Association hanus its further 
existence. l"or months the union has been 
preparing to move, and the withdrawal of 
four or live hundred men for the whaling, 
fishing and canning season in the north 
was tbe signal for the beginning of hostili- 
Ues. 

Having a membership on this coast of 
between five and six thousand, which in- 
cludes the better class uf seafaring men, 
scattered along the shore from San Diego 
to ttie Sound, the union feels it.self sulli- 
cieiitly strong to settle the coast seamen's 
wages now or give up the ship. The 
Owners' .\ ssociation relies upon the present 
stagnation of the labor market and the 
ability of shipmasters to procure crew ma- 
terial from the great troop of idle men 
drifting along the shore. Secretary Wal- 
thew (ioes not anticipate a lack of sailors 
consequent upon the departure of the 
whalers and tisbers, as a large number are 
union men, whom be cannot expect to 
handle while the fight is on. 

Secretary Furuseth of the union is 
pleased with the fact that vessels are lying 
idle at their anchors or going to sea whh a 
few Japanese and e X cooks and waiters in 
their forecastles. He resents the statement 
that falling freight rates and the unemploy- 
ment of coasting vessels jnstiiieBthe lower- 
ing of wages. 

"There are no idle vessels," said he. 
"Every schooner, bark and steamer is 
either at work or preparing to be so. When 
times were at their best the sailor's wages 
were at their lowest ebb, and the argument 
of the association is not ixiriie out m any 
particular by facts. Vessels may go to sea 
lor a while without crews, as not a union 
man can be shipped, but it is a losing 
game, and in th^ end we will win." 

Early yesterday morning the association 
notified the Harbor Police that the schoon- 
ers Annie Larsen and Rebecca would tow 
from Mission Bay to sea. and thai crews 
would be taken to the vessels in the tug 
Monarch. Sergeant Mahoney with ten 
officers took passage on <he boat as an 
escort to four white men and five .Tapan- 
ese. No demonstrations were made by the 
union lookouts on the wharf, but a picket 
boat from a safe distance watched the 
transfer of the men to the vessels closelv. 
Tbe Annie Larsen went to sea and tfie 
Rebecca will sail to-day. 

The deck of the Palmyra, one of Pope & 
Talbot's vessels, was the scene of trouble 
vesterday morning. Callenden, the colored 
boarding -master, supplied a non-union 
crew for the vessel and was assaulted b" 
the union men. He was getting the poore"r 
portion of this war of the races when his 
faitliful dog went into the liglit and .-aved 
his master. The animal chewed one leg 
half off one man and got several mouthfuls 
of union-sailor flesh out of the shoulder of 
another before the strikers concluded that 
a very healthy dog was a "scab" argu- 
ment not to be debated. It is thought 
that the hark will complete her crew to- 
day and go to sea. 

'file steam schooner Alcatraz is lying at 
Main-street wharf waiting for a crew, and 
while the association says she will be sup- 
tilied to-dav, the union says she will not, 
and a liveiy riKi' ;,. exix>cu'd n that lo- 
cality when tlie pickets report the appear- 
ance of tile ■ Srahs." 

The barkentine Charles F. Crocker, 
bouud for Hilo, in ballast, has been Iving 
at Harrison street for three days, unable to 
get a crew. She is being closely watclied 
by the union lookouts. 

The ship Cyru.s Wakefield is at the Mail 
dock discharging, and she is short two 
men. It is reported that a couple of non- 
union sailors are kept safely stowed away 
in hicling for her, and the strikers are dc- 
terniincd that these two "scahs" shall not 
go in that ship, and that a sharii light will 
take place when thev are brought out. The 
union evidently feels that the Wakefield 
must be kept back at all hazards, or forced 
to complete her crew with ^S-Vmen. Her 
owners are as determined to take the non- 
union men, and are prepared for war. 

Yesterday morning a boat of strikers went 
down to the schooner La Gironde, lying 
off Black Point, to take off the vessel's non- 
union crew. Mr. Pumseth's men were 
making affairs interesting around the 
sciiooner's decks when the Harbor Police 
boat was sighted. The union men took 
to their Whitehall, and a warm chase took 
place. Sergeant Bunner and Officer Fer- 
gueson made their oars crack with the 
muscle thty put on them, but the old 
union boatmen were too much for them 
and escaped. The officers hung around 
the vessel till she hoisted her anchor and 
headed for sea.

and water-colors. 

The first work in original design is of an 
elementary and geometric character «nd is 
based upon tl* underlying framework of 
Byzantine mosaic and Moresque interlaced 
strapwork. 

.Njitnral plant forms are then taken up- 
analyzed and conventionalized— and a<lapt- 
ed in color to certain geometric borciers 
and panels. 

Theory and practice are coni'Dined 
throughout by lectures and work alter- 
nating. The study of ancient art here 
begins with lectures, hut the work is of | 
ten times more practical value than the 
history of art alone would be, as prac- 
tical work is done in the various styles of 
historic ornament and illustrated essays 
compiled from every lecture. 

The knowledge thus acquired from the 
stucy of drawing, nature, history, design, 
geometry, color and art is then applied to 
original and practical working drawings, 
or designs adapted to various purposes, 
places and material, sueli as woven fabrics, 
pnnts, stained glass, mosaic inlays, j)ainted 
decorations, wood and stone carvings, clay 
modeling, ornamental iron work, etc. 

Practical courses at the bench will be 
gi'ren simoltaneonsly in carving, modeline 
and other branches of industrial art work 
as soon as the demand justifies the neces- 
sanr outlay. 

This practical bench work is intended 
simply to perfect the student's knowledge 
of applied design bv contrast irith the 
actual work, and differs from manual 
training in the fact of being governed by 
art feeling and principles. 

"Many of my old students are now fill- 
ing positions of honor and inflnence in 
schools, colleges and factories in the East- 
ern States, and in Europe," said the pro- 
fessor, "and the outlook here is exceed- 
ingly favorable, as so manv students show 
decideil ability in drawing and design, and 
are doing very good work, and if tenacity 
of purpose does not forsake them they will 
meet with great success." 

Professor Ardley's aim is to foster origi- 
nality of thought and iudividuality of ex- 
pression in the desij^ii of practical work i 
adapted to the higliest order of decorative I 
construction in Ijarmonv with true es- 
thetic principles and the hi.story of art. In- 
struction at the university is free and 
sjiecial courses niny be lakeii. 

The students have linished the prelim- 
inary year, and are now in their first term 
of elementary design. One young lady 
who came all the way from San Diego to 
study designing of tiles, carpets, wall 
papers, etc.. has succeeded in finishing 
several excellent designs for tiling in colors. 
The majority of the students have done 
equally well, though left to their own in- 
dividual resources and restricted by certain 
mechanical rules upon harmony of con- 
trast of straight, i>bliqne and curved lines 
in relation to repetition, proportion and 
symmetry. 

It will be two or three years, however, 
before much in the way of industrial art 
work may be expected from the university 
classes, for proficiency has to l>e reached

BAILWA Y JOINT BRIDGE. 

A Polloeman's Invention That Is At- 
tracting Attention. 

Police Oflicer Charles C. 'Wells has in- 
vented a railway joint bridge that is favor- 
ably sp<iken of by railway men. 

The invention is a bridge for railway 
rail joints, which is especially apidirable 
for the meeting ends of street railway railj. 
The object of the inventicm is to relieve the 
jar caubcii by the pounding of the wheels 
v.'lien tbe cars cross the joints. It consists 
of a rectangular bridge-bar, having the 
upper side made convex and the lower por- 
tions of the ends and the edges rounded. 
Each enil of the rail bas an elongated 
slot, into which the bridge-bar loosely fits, 
and a single bolt passing through each 
rail end the bar clasps them firmly to- 
gether. The result is a continuous rail, 
whi' ii, if employed, prevents the jolting 
so familiar to travelers on streetcars.

After the preliminary year's study. Pro- 
fessor Ardley has a stock of pencil sketches 
from nature, water-color sketches and 
analysis of the geometrical aspect of flow- 
ers plucked around the campus and drawn 
from nature; also many striking evidences 
of ability in drawing from casts and 
models and still-life studies. 

This year all students will hare to 
adapt their respective floral sketches to 
conventional forms and colors and then 
weave decorative designs for wall-paper 
or other ornaments. Meantime they are 
studying practical work i n Egyptian, As- 
syrian, Greek, Roman, Byzantine, Mo- 
resque, Gothic and Renaissance art. With 
all this knowledge and the skill acquirea 
they are ready for the designing of orna- 
ments, founded upon nature and historic 
designs, for prints, woven fabrics, stained 
glass, mosaic inlays, painted decorations, 
frescoes, wood and stone carving, clay 
modeling and ornamental iron work, 

Tiie.se studies have been hitherto, for the 
most part, undeveloped in the West, al- 
though firmly established and richly en- 
dowed in Europe and in many of the East- 
ern States. They are intended to carry the 
student beyond the elementary field of 
drawing— so essential as a foundation for 
all art work — into the broader domain of 
practical art in its application to those 
higher industries that are the natural out- 
growth of the increasing demands of civili- 
zation. 

Any part of the work may be selected if 
the student is prepared to undertake it. A 
civil engineer, for instance, may desire to 
take landscape drawing or perspective; an 
architect, elementary design or historic or- 
nament; a teacher may select a course in 
drawing, etc. Qualified students with spe- 
cial aims will thns receive special and indi- 
vidual training, independently of thedraw- 
ing prescribed for regular students in the 
other courses of the university. 

The professor points with pride to speci- 
mens of wood-carving in the Italian re- 
naissance, Moresque, Gothic and conven- 
tional styles done by his students in the 
University of Minnesota. His former 
pupils wAn gold medals for ornamental 
iron work, and, while still studying under 
liim, sold original designs to woolen-mills, 
wail-paper factories and tile works. He 
says assuringly that in a few years Califor- 
nia boys and girls will be able to compete 
with the East and Europe in industrial art 
work. 

"The State of California has spent many 

millions of dollars abroad for work in dec- 
orative and industrial art that might have 
been done at home had such a department 
of instruction existed here years ago," 
said he. "When such buUdmgs as tne 
Mark Hopkins residence and others were 
constructed all the money spent in decora- 
tion went abroad, as competent men could 
not be obtained here. Our line carpets, 
wall-paper, furniture, tiles, pottery, table 
linen, tableware, jewelry — everything is 
brought here, while our State is rich in 
raw material awaitinc development. This 
is all wrong. 

"We may as well mold our clay into 
Greek vases a^ into flower-pots ami our 
timber into fine furniture instead of fence- 
rails. The best results in education must 
come from the combination of theory with 
practice, of art and artisan, of use and 
beautj' ; where the skilled hand is taught 
to express what the artistic mind con- 
ceives. ■* 

"When yooag people go forth into the 
world they are seldom asked. What do you 
know? but more ftequentljr, 'What can 
you do? , 

"When the mind and hand are united 
together they are the factors of everything 
useful and 'beautiful that we enjoy; it 
therefore stands to reason that WS riionld 
educate them together." 

In tbe Berkeley school there is certainly 
abundant evidence of promise in the 
students' sincere effort. It is not an ambi- 
tion that prompts them to be artists or tc 
persevere as earnest pupils of the Hopkins 
academy are doing. To study art not 
alone for art's sake but that they may 
apply it to handicraft is all they seek. 
And they are doing remarkably well. The 
classes of 150 students have developed 
several clever designers, among whom are, 
Miss A. Long, E. F. Darling. K. M, Evans, 
Irene Muller, Laurance N. Scainmon and 
( lru( e Rood. These, however, were taken 
at random from the great number of clever 
pupils, who are each and every one work- 
ing on an equal plane with equal chances 
for ultimate success.

Commenting npon the,eonr8e of the 
Call, in urging the immetliate beginning 
of public itTi)irovements. the AVomtiicrof 
yesterday commmded the policy itself, but 
suggested that it is not advisable to under- 
take it at this time, and said, "So long as 
there is no assurance that the money spent 
in nnblic improvements will procure the 
things for which it is laid out the taxpay- 
ers will prefer to keep it in their own 
pockets. But when the public is once con- 
vinced that a dollar approjiriatod for sew- 
ers will pay for a dollar's worth of drain- 
age, and that a dollar spent on streets will 
bring a dollar's worth of jiaving, it will 
open its pockets." 

There is no gainsaying the accuracy of 
that statement. Even the most progressive 
men will not vote money for public im- 
provements if they believe the 'money 
would be stolen or wasted. To object to 
public improvements on that ground, bow- 
ever, is to assume that our present officials 
are dishonest and such an assumption 
ought not to go unchallenged. We are 
aware there have been many charges of 
dishonesty and corruption in nmcial life 
made at different times by different per- 
aona, bnt we are not aware that anything 
wzmg has been proven against our present 
officials, or that any person has ever been 
fonnd who was willing under oath to make 
a specific charge against a single one of 
them. 

Suppose instead of assailing, attacking, 
denouncing; and maligning the ollicials of 
the City, a hearty, generous, jjublic-spirited 
support should be given to them by the 
people and by the press. Suppose instead 
of faction fighting we try a year or two oi 
harmony and co-operation; is it not likely 
under those circomstances that our official s 
wonld be able to carry out economically 
the municipal improvements that are so 
much needed? It requires no elaborate 
civil service reform, no extensive imitation 
of British or Australian ollicial methods, 
to take tip the cobblestones and put down 
on the streets a solid concrete foundation 
with an asphalt covering. That is sLm))le 
work. The cost of it can be easily esti- 
mated in advance. The processes of con- 
struction can be readily snpervised . What, 
then, is the reason why it cannot be done ? 
Within less than fifty miles of us, San Jose, 
with a similar system of city government, 
raised $.500,000 for public improvements by 
issuing bonds and e.\pended every dollar 
of it with that high economy which in- 
creases wealth. Why could not San Fran- 
cisco do the same with $5,000,0007 



Professor P. L. Wilson of North Carolina 
claims to have invented a process of mak- 
ing illuminating pas at so low a cost it can 
be sold to consiuni.rs for lu cents per 
thousand feet, and there is reason for 
hoping therefore that we may eventually 
have light enough in the wnrld to lighten 
the bills of the gas companies. 

A committee of the New Jersey Legisla- 
ture appointed to investifjate expenditures 
for the State capital has discovered the ex- 
istence of a •-y-teniatic and organized 
robbery of the ptUilic treasury, the spoils 
of wliich were apparently shared by State 
officials from the top <A the ladder to Oie 
bottom. Bills for all kinds of sappUea 
were regularly raised and some bills were 
sent in for goods that were never supplied 
at all.

In forming a pool and investing the Di- 
rectors with adequate authority, the share- 
holders of the San Joaquin Valley Railroad 
have a shrewd eye to the danger of absorp- 
tion which the presence of the Sonthern 
Pacific Company creates. It is cheering 
to note that the Directors themselves are 
anxious for all possible restrictions to be 
placed upon them, in order that it shall 
be a physical imi)Ossibility for them to be- 
tray the trust reposed in them. The con- 
trclliiig idea of the whole undertaking is 
that this is to be a people's railroad, owned 
by Californians and operated as much in 
the Interest of the State as in that of its 
shareholders, and that hence it must for- 
ever be kept free from any danger from 
the very monopoly whose policy has made 
it necessary. On this point there is per- 
fect harmony. Even the evidence of decay 
of the Southern Pacific Company's power 
will not be permitted to cause a relaxation 
of watchfulness and care. 

The situation is extraordinary in many 
ways. Its moat eloquent feature is the 
general abiding fear of the old company's 
grasping propensity, and the harm to the 
State which its success in this case would 
surely bring. Hence the proposition of 
delegating extraordinary powers to the 
Directors, which will probably be acted on 
to-day. It is not only so to hedge them 
about with all conceivable barriers against 
any possible scheme by which they might 
hand over the control of the valley 
road to the Sonthem Pacific, bnt at the 
same time to invest them with extraordi- 
nary powers with regard to the selection of 
the route, the construction ot the road and 
the installation and conduct of the service. 
At this writing the details of the plan are 
not accessible to the press. From the 
mmors which have been heard, however, 
some such policy as that here suggested is 
likely to be proposed, and if so it certainly 
should be adopted. 

The men composing the Board of Direc- 
tors—Messrs. Claus Spreckels, Isaac Up- 
ham, W. F. Whitder, John D. Spreckels, 
Charles Holbrook, John B. Stetson, 
Thomas Magee, Leon Sloss, Kobcrt Watt 
and A. H. I'ayson— would never be sus- 
pected any desire to betray any trust 
reposed m them; bnt it is generally char- 
acteristic of honest men that they never 
object to precautions taken la prevent them 
from being dishonest. 

A friendly rivalry has arisen between 
San Jose and Stockton as to which shall 
secure the road. In this contest it might 
be well for San Jose to bear in mind the 
fact that the selection of the Stockton 
route would include several other cities 
and towns which are making eager bids 
for the road, and that whativer the size of 
Stockton's bid it will represent but a part 
of the assistance which wonld be secured 
by including that city in the route. Stock- 
ton is working very earnestly and an- 
nounces that it alone can raLse half a 
million dollars. Engineer Storey goes to 
that city next week to inspect the ground 
facilities which have been oliered, and as 
J he is a vei^' competent man his recoia- 
j mcndation will have great weight with the 
directors. 

The valley road project is now, and for a 
long time will remain, the most important 
matter that affects the State. The attitude 
which every person assimieB toward it will 
be the expression of his wishes concerning 
the State's advancement. Every man oi 
means who invests in its shares will estab- 
lish the fact of his enterprise, sagacity and 
patriotism, and every man having money 
which be might thus use and refuses so 
to employ, it will be known.

A BBITISH VIEW.

Ex-Senator Ingersoll of Kansas, who, it will 
be remembered, ran against Mr. Blalno for 
President to 1884 and derisively bcttowed 
upon him the title of "Plumed Knight,'' has 
recently been experiencing great trouble In de- 
llveang his lecture on the Bible.

soU Is known as an anthority on tbeologtcal 

matters, but owing to the fact that he would 
take no part in the World's Fair festivities 
upon the ground that the entire afiatr had an 
immoral tendency, the Amertcan people have 
turned against him, and noir no opportunity, 
to persecute him Is neglected. 

This statement of the case ought to be 
satisfactory to IngersoU. It gives him a 
reputation as an ex-Senator, a citizen of 
Kansas, a candidate for the Presidency, an 
authority on theology and a World's Fair 
purifier. What more in the way of pro- 
motion could any man expect frcon a for- 
eign critic'? 



SENATE BILL 762. 



There were published in our local col- 
umns a few days ago certain interviews 
upon the origin and objects of Senate bill 
762, which mi;;ht be construed into strict- 
ures npon the measure and might seem to 
indicate that we were arrayed with the in- 
terviewed against its approval by the Gov- 
ernor. The contrary, however, is the fact. 
Senate bill Iffi is « meritorious measure, 
whatever may have been its origin, and 
shot»ld refteive the Governor'B sanction and 
become a law. 

It may be inquired, 'What is Senate bill 
7<y, and to what subject does it refer? It 
is a bill jiroviding that appeals to the Su- 
preme Court, which are either without 
merit or are taken by one having no real 
interest 'in the subject-matter of the 
action, must be dismissed by the court if 
upon hearing after ten days' notice to the 
appellant such appears to be the truth. It 
is argued against this measure that it has 
been urged tb jjassage by the adherents of 
Florence lilythe and for the special pur- 
pose of putting an end to that celebrated 
and long-ilrawn-oiit litigation. If the bill 
liad no merit otherwise, or if it were an 
injury to the public interest to end that 
litigation, the objection might be potent. 
Neither of these things, however, is true. 
The bill, on the contrary, is general in its 
scope and effect, and if perchance its 
especial object and ^potency may be to 
terminate the Blyfhe case it is well that it 
is so. 

To consider these points in the inverse 
order of their statement, we atlirm that it 
is directly and positively a matter of public 
interest to have the Blytbe case ended 
speedily and finally and at the earliest date 
which it can be made legal so to do. 

Here is a vast estate, possessing largo 
and valuable properties in San Francisco 
and in other sections of California. It has 
been in the meshes of the law for more 
than a decade, during which time it has 
been impossible to improve or to ilispose 
of it as such properties should bo disposed 
of or improved. It is to the interest of 
every part of California and of San Fran- 
cisco in particular, to have the right of 
disposal pertain to real estate as little 
unhampered by the courts as the law can 
make possible in justice to the perfection 
of titles and the rights of heirs. 

Every spear of wheat in the Blythe case 
has been threshed over and over again l3y 
the courts of this ."^tate until there is 
nothing left in the mill of litigation but 
the veriest ohaS. The code ought not to 
encourage the creation of new precedents 
for Jarndyce vs. Jamdyce, and if this bill 
shows the way to the Supreme Court to 
put an end to this sort of litigation it is a 
good measure, no matter who conceived it 
or procured its passage through the Legis- 
lature. It is a practical truth that almost 
every new law has behind its preparation 
and passage soin" individual motive and 
insistence. This being so, the measure 
should be judged as to its merits, not by 
the special aim and end of its promoters, 
but by the benefits of its general and per- 
manent result. 

This bill so consi-Iered cannot fail to 
secure the approval of honest and dis- 
interested minds. Its immediate effect 
would be to rid the calendar of the 
Supreme Court of its burden of frivolous 
and meritless appeals. Its nltimate utility 
would be to greatly lessen the number 
of snch appeals thereafter to be taken 
and thus leave mere of leisnre to our court 
of last resort to consider fully and to 
decide quickly the meritorious causes. In 
other words, this bill is calculated to re- 
move a little of the lead which retards the 
heel of justice in California, and to that 
extent will relieve our judicial system ot 
the reproach which has been too fre- 
quently pointed with reason at the law's 
delays. 



PAff- AMEBIOA inSlI. 

None of the many di|ilomatic questions 
now pressing for solution upon the Stale 
Department at Washington, are likely to 
result in war or even in any strained re- 
lations with other nations. None Of the 
issues directly Involved are important 
enough to justify such results, and if we 
had a strong, resolute, clear-headed man 
in the State Ofhce instead of the weak, 
irresolute and blundering Llrcsham there 
would be no doubt of the prompt disposal 
of all the complications on the bads of 
peace with honor. 

While the existing issues are slight, 
however, they furnish evidences of a con- 
dition of things that may at any time 
produce the most serious complications. 
Our relations to the States of Central 
America have been only half worked out 
in diplomacy. We have asserted the 
Monroe doctrine as a principle, bnt we 
have not fully established the extent of its 
application to every issue that may arise. 
These issues, so far as Nicaragua is con- 
cerned, are growing every year more 
serious and important, and the present 
complication there emphasixes the neces- 
sity of the immediate establishment Of 
some well-defined and strongly enforced 
policy. 

The condition of affairs is this. Nica- 
ragua, like all the Central American States, 
is in continual disorder, and as a result of 
her lawlessness, is with a growing frequency 
embroiled with foreign powers. She is 
now involved in a controversy with Great 
Britain, and has been called upon by that 
nation to pay an indemnity of $75,000 
under a threat of war. The claiipi of the 
British seems to be a just one. The issue 
before our Government, therefore, is to de- 
termine how far we can permit England to 
coerce Nicaragua and how far we can our- 
selves exert the force needed to compel 
the Nicaraguans to respect the rights, the 
persons and the property of foreigners who 
are residing there and engaged in legiti- 
mate business. 

In the case of other Central American 
States the solution of the problem might 
be ditficult, but in the case of Nicaragua it 
seems to be simple enough. We propose 
to open a canal through that country for 
the commerce of the world. That com- 
merce must have protection from the law- 
lessness of incessant i^lntions. As 
Nieaiagna cannot aasnre the supremacy 
of law and justice, tl^e Udlted States must. 
The establishment of a firm protectorate 
over that country would be in accordance 
with the part Mr. Blaine intended the 
United States to play in his policy of Pan- 
Americanism. What American at this 
juncture docs not regret the death of that 
great man wlio-e broad statesmanship in- 
chided in its scope North, Central and 
South America and all their islands, and 
whose far-seeing wisdom and sterling pa- 
triotism would have solved for ua every 
problem of our relations to foreign conn- 
tries and placed the United States fidrly 



in position as the arbiter of the destinies 
of the' Western World? Sooner or later 
we mtist take some decided action in these 
matters, and it would be better to have 
taken it with Blaine than witit Qresham. 



A¥ ELO QUEBTT E XAMTLE. 

The important announcement is made 
that the Canadian Mortgage and Trust 
Company (limited), and the United Trust 
(limited), both wealthy Liverpool corpora- 
tions, have arranged to lenil $1,000,000 
within ninety days on California country 
lands, and that other rich English corpora- 
tions have an agent here inspecting the 
State with a view to the selection o^ prop- 
erty on which to lend additional millions. 
The United Trust of Liverpool has decided 
to buy the Fresno Land and Irrigation 
bonds, the proceeds of the sale of which 
will bring under cultivation a large area in 
one of the richest sections ot the State. 

It is most significant that these money- 
lenders arc confining their investments to 
those agencies which will develop natural 
resources, and thereby increase the popu- 
lation, wealth and prosperity of the State. 
This is a very different proposition from 
that of lending money on "gilt edge" city 
property, and it is in this difference that our 
ottrn capitalistamay find reason for some 
hard thinking. That English capitalists, 
after an intelligent study of the possibili- 
ties which exist all around us, should back 
their judgment with their millions is the 
most eloquent e-xani)ilc that has ever been 
set before our people. Their exhibition of 
greater faith and enterprise than some of 
our capitalists have dreamed of, is the se- 
verest rebuke that the silurians among us 
could possibly receive. 

The subject presents many interesting 
phases. Although, since the recent adop- 
tion of an amendment to our constitution, 
aliens residing abroad cannot acquire land 
in California, tlu^c siirewd Knglishmen 
btiU have the power to lend money to us, 
and they are wise eimufjh to embrace the 
opportunity. As we have pointed out 
heretofore, this country is already paying 
to foreign holders of American securities 
considerably more than $300,000,000 every 
year in the form of interest and dividends. 

It is clear that if this money were kept 
and reapplied in tlu- additional develop- 
ment of the country the march of progress 
would proceed with tremendotis strides. 
By reason of the fact that California's pro- 
portion of outflow is very large, the drain 
upon our productive capacity is propor- 
tionally severe. 

Now comes the assurance that this tax 
is to be largely increased by further loans 
of English capital. It would be both un- 
gracious and unwise to discourage such 
a movement, for however large tho 
amount that we must pay to these capi- 
talists, we shall reteive much more for the 
use of their money ; the balance will be 
largely in our favor :i '. only directly from 
the use of this money lor its specific pur- 
poses but indirectly in variotis obvious 
ways, such as the enhancement in value 
of unimproved property contiguous to that 
which is thus to be improved, the encour- 
agement to others to follow the example, 
the interest which the leaders are bound 
to take in assuring the success of the en- 
terprises which tliey aid, and so on. One 
of the most important results will be the 
increased volume of traffic which it will 
bring to the San Joaquin Valley Railroad 
and the larger profits which wiU accrue to 
that enterprise. 

Bnt however valuable the influx of this 
foreign capital it will take away money 
that is so badly needed here. This conld 
so easily be saved to the State and rein- 
vested if only those unenterprising citizens 
who have abuiidant means had the wisdom 
and enterprise of capitalists who live six 
thousand miles away.

Caotain Alexander McOongall, the Inventor 
ottm "whaleback" ship, who spent several 
days in the Palace a short time ago, in discuss- 
ing the sinking of the Elbe one evening, inci- 
dentally spOke of the futile efforts which had 
l>een made by ship-builders to construct a boat 
which was al>salntely Invulnerable to accident. 
"Every ship baaavitalpoint," said he, "and to 
remove this vnlneraMllty Is to destroy the 



practical value of the ship. The Elbe went 
down because she was struck in her vital 
point, and although such a thing i.s.not apt to 
happen to a ship once in a thousand times, yet 
it may happen, and when it docs it is fatal. 
Communication between the compartments in 
a ship must be had, so that the bulkheads 
have to be pierced by doors, and the more com- 
partments you have the more means of com- 
munication between them you must have. A 
slilp might be subdivided into innumerable 
compartment!*, but besides the danger just 
mentioned there is an element of Impractic- 
aUUty from a commercial point of view. 
Steamships are built for people, and a multi- 
plication of bulkheads diminishes the room for 
coal, machinery, cargo and cabins. A steam- 
ship, therefore, with a high degree of safety 
attained in this way could bo built, bnt the ex- 
pense of running her wonld be prohlblttvely 

expensive." 

"Did you ever hear the origin of the name 
•stogie," familiar to every smoker in the land?" 
asked J. W. Kirk, a salesman of manufactured 
tobacco, at the Palace yesterday. "That familiar 
kind of cigar first came into use in Pennsylva- 
nia years ago, at a time when primitive trans- 
portation methods w ere In vogue, and the al- 
most Universal method was the long, roughly 
built, cftuvas-covcred wagons, somewhat simi- 
lar to what in later years were known as prairie 
schooners, but which were then called 'Cones- 
toga wagons,' after the territory in which they 
originated. Along the then famous national 
pike which these wagons traversed was a sec- 
tion of country largely devoted to the culture 
of tobacco, and it was customary for the driv- 
ers and passengers to help themselves to a few 
leaves of the weed from the near-by barns, 
whicli they rolled in the simplest manner. 
These long, slender rolls were then called 'Con- 
estogas,' and from that the 'stogas,' and finally 
'stogies' was bnt a slight and natural change. 
The term 'tobie* isan outgrowth of 'stogie,' and 
is of late years generally used in the East." 

"The people up our way have tcoi tired of the 
telephone monopoly and a competitor is now 
in the field which promises us some relief," 
said A. W. Locke of Saeramento at the 
Grand Hotel yesterday. "Becently the 
old company introduced a new rate sdiednle 
which had' the effect of increasing the 
already burdensome rates, and as a eonse- 
quence a local company has been organised by 
prominent citizens and an arrangement en- 
tered into with the California Telephone and 
Construction Company which will give us a 
new system. It is proposed to charge $5 a 
month for long-dlstanc« telephones, 93 SO a 
month for ordinary telephones in stores, of- 
fices and business houses, and $2 ,'jO a montli 
for telcijhonesln residences where the ordinary 
instrument is used. Lines are to be built to 
PlaoervUle, via Folsom, Shingle Springs and 
El Dorado, and from the latter plaice to lone, 
via Plymouth, Sutter anil Jackson. The new 
system will tx; en ,steii,;ve one when it once 
gels thoroughly into operation." 

"Almost anybody can hohl the lines over his 
own blooded trotters these days," remarked U 
A. Richards, a well-known stock-iaiser of Gray- 
son, last night as with a number of kindred 
spirits he "talked horse" at the Palace Hotel. 
"1 have been raising horses for sale for twenty 
years and I never knew prices to run so low. 
The other day I sold an Eleetianeer colt in 
Stockton for 9I0<K His owner is training him 
for the track and he promises to win his cost 
in his first race. To-day I sold four more colts 
of the same get to local horsemen at similarly 
low figures. CaUIomiaa-bred hones ate favor- 
ably known all over the United States, but we 
breeders do not seem to be able to get for them 
the prices they should bring." 

Frank C. Ives, the billiard champion, who has 
been a guest at the Palace for some days, says 
that a new substitute for ivory in the making 
of billiard balls has been discovered in a com- 
position of steel and aluminum. It is claimed 
that the new composition will be much 
cheaper than ivory and will be absolutely proof 
against "chipping." The ease with which a 
"draw" or "English" eonld be imparted to the 
new composition is not known, bnt the general 
belief is that the halls will respond mnch 
quicker than llioitrorir ones.

They 
say that his ey ewitness accounts of the 
fighting were like his famous interview with 
Evans, the outlaw— at very long range. 
Since his theatrical arrival there in his pic- 
turesque costume, when he pitclied his 
tent some ten miles out of the city of Hon- 
(dnln, ha has been bringing npon himself 
the ridienle of the people of both sides. 
Most of his graphic descriptions of the 
troubles down there he wrote as if he had 
been an eyewitness, but the Hawaiians 
who have come up lately say that be was 
never near any danger and saw no lighting. 

Said cne of tbe e.xiles last evening: 
"Many of the corre^j.Qcdents who have 

gone to the islands lately have given us 
ttle canae to feel friendly toward them, 
for they have generally favored the side of 
tbe Provisional Government. 

"But Joaquin Miller is different. He 
favors them too, of course, but is making 
himself so ridiculous tliat he does more 
harm than good to their cause. He has 
given us about all the fun we hare had oat 
of the whole nuDpaa. He waa onr stand- 
ing joke. 

"When he first came down there he 
went some ten miles out of Honolulu and 
pitched a tent. That was a good plan. It 
enabled him to get an idea of what camp- 
ing-out would be in time of trouble witn- 
OQt taking any risk. 

"Both sides are having fun out of his de- 
scriptions of battles he never saw, and they 
say ne could never have taken the trouble 
to ask about them from eyewitnesses, but 
must have evolved his accounts out of his 
inner consciouf ness. Probably the skir- 
mishing he dignilied as battles were too 
tame for the sort of material he wanted to 
send. He was not within ten miles of 
some of the fighting that he claims to have 
taken part in.

AND Market Sold by 
THE Court. 



TO BE LEASED TO THE "CALL" 



Magnificent Modern Struct- 
ure Will Be Erected 
Without Delay. 



The Ryer property at the southwest 
corner of Market and Third streeis passed 
into tbe hands of Clans Spreckels yester- 
day on an order of the Probate Court con- 

firmine the sale. 
A bid of fiOe.OOO was made by Mr. 

Fpreckel.^ when the property was offered by 
(i. H. Vinbsen it Co. at auction recently. 
This tigure did not quite come up to ex- 
pectations of tin.' executors, who declined 
to accept it, thinking that more would 
be offered in the Probate Court. 
The advance bid of 10 per cent required by 
law was not made, however, last Thursday 
when a motion to confirm the sale was 
made before Judge Slack. R. H. Cnuniry- 
man, attorney for Fletcher Kyer, stated 
that he believed such a bid wonld be made 
if tlie court would grant a contiu'iance for 
one day. The courtesy of a day's posi- 
poncnient was extended Mr. Countryman. 

When the matter was taken up yesterday 
afternoon Fletcher Ryer's attorney in- 
formed the court he had not been able to 
secure an advance bid. 

"That means, I suppose," replied the 
Judge, "that no other parties are going to 
bid." ^ 

The attorney could not see it in the same 
light, and he urged that there was no need 
of selling the propertj-, as there was stitti- 
cient money on hand to pay bequests, ex- 
cepting charitable bequests, which he said 
could not be regarded as valid until an ap- 
peal by Fletcher Ryer was determined by 
the Supreme Court. 

T, B. Bishop, attorney for the executors, 
explained that the will ordered the prop- 
erty to be sold. Indeed, the heirs could 
not obtain the property, since it was Mr. 
Ry er' s last wish that it be distributed in 
bequests. 

••Whiitwe are trying to do," continued 
Mr. Ui-^hop. "is to sell this property so as 
to get the estate ready for distribution and 
wind it up.'" 

"As I understand it," jQdge Slack re- 
marked to Attorney Countryman, "vour 
clients want the property held in order to 
have the executors virtually speculate on 
the market." 

The counsel admitted he had not talked 
with the other heirs and could not say 
what they wished to do. 

"There is no evidence that the price of- 
fered is an unfair price," added the court. 
"I'll have to confirm the sale." 

(i. H. L'mbsen, the real estate agent 
who sold both the properties of 
the Ryer estate. Attorney Bishop, rep- 
resenting the executors, and the exec- 
utors themselves, exDresseil themselves as 
very well satisfied with the two transac- 
tions. 

John D. Spreckels was asked whether a 
new building would be erected at the cor- 
ner of Third and Market streets. 

"Evidently there will be," he replied, 
"as my father did not purchase the prop- 
erty to let it lie in its present condition. 
The building now on the lot ia entirely un- 
suitable. 

"It is admitted that this is one of the 
most important corners in the citj^and 
the buildings are old and wholly out of 
place in that portion of the city. 

' We propose to lease the new building 
to Mr. ^hortridge, who has been looking 
for a suitable property for the Caxl office, 
and we have made him a proposition to 
erect such a building as be may desire and 
lease the entire building to him for a long 
term of years. 

"The bid buildings will, therefore, be re- 
moved and the plans at once prepared for 
a magnificent structure, which vull be an 
ornament to the city and an appropriate 
home for a first-class mettopoluan joox- 
nal." 

Mr. Spreckels was asked about a rumor 
that he desired more land adjoining. 

"If we desired more land." he safi, "we 
should haye purchased it before this. If 
we had more landt-a bigger frontage — it 
would require a large light well, which 
would consume much valuable space that 
could be utilized for rooms, and we can 
obtain aU the light necessary from the out- 
side in a building on tbe present site with- 
out having a court. 

"We Inive ,b'ri,i,_.j upon the architecture 
of the buildiii-, and tlie architects will be 
put to work at once. The building will be 
a steel frame one and tire proof." 

"Have you decided upon the number of 
stories?" 

"Well, no; not as yet. As the city has 
grown it has been found desirable to use 
many more stories than formerly and thus 
provide more working space." 

The lot has a frontage of 75 feet on Mar- 
ket street and 73 feet on Third, and is a 
square on which a magnificent modern 
building can be constructed.

Maud Whitely succumbs 
THE Crimin.al Practice 
OF 'A Physician.

She Had Nursed the- Man Who 
Is Under Arrest for 
THE Crime. 



The body of Miss Maud M. Whitely, aged 
19, reclines in the Morgue awaiting an 
autopsy to determine the cause of death. 
Doctors will decide this morning at 10 
o'clock. 

According to the statements of Mrs. Mary 
A. Whitely, the mother of the girl, Alex- 
ander Forbes was brought to the house, 
1079 Market street, in an injured condition 
some four months ago. Mrs. Whitely and 
her daughter devoted their time to the 
comfort of the patient, but now the girl 
lies upon a slab in the city'.s Morgue while 
Forbes broods over his past life in the tanks 
of the City Prison. 

Dr. Milton B. Atkins says he was called 
upon March 16 to attend a aerioas oaae at 
1070 Market street. He responded and 
found "Maud Whitely suffering from the re- 
sults of a criminal operation. Believing 
that he could save the gitl's life he pre- 
scribed for her imtil yeatemay morning, 
when he found death was inevitable. 

Dr. Henry A. B. Krugeler of 1065 How- 
ard street was called in consultation, but 
nothing could be done. The girl died at 4 
o'clock yesterday afternoon from the ef- 
fects of an operation performed by Dr. 
Adam T. Dickson of 459J^ Bryant street, 
according to the statement ol the dving 
girl and the admission of the doctor 
charged with the crime. 

Dr. Atliins says the girl told him Dr. 
Dicktion had performed an operation upon 
her at the solicitation of Alexander 
Forbes. This was about March 5. Dr. 
Dickson treated her until her condition be- 
came so serious that Mrs. Whitely decided 
to call in another physician. Dickson was 
ordered from tbe house and Dr. Atkins 



called in. He in turn called Dr. Krugeler. 
Both the pliysicians will tell their story at 
the Coroner .s inquest. 

Dr. A. T. Dixon, who is accused of hav- 
ing performed the abortion with instru- 
ments at his office, at 459>^ Bryant street, 
on March 5 last, along with Alexander 
Forbes, a carpenter, the man charged with 
being responsible for the girl's condition, 
were arrested at 10 o'clock to-night by Offi- 
cer O'Day and lockeil up at the new City 
Hall prisoii. Their names were not regis- 
tered, but jilac«d on the small book, pend- 
ing the result of the Coroner's inquest. 

The accused men were silent on the sub- 
ject of their guilt or innocence, but the evi- 
dence against them is strong, though the 
girl's dying statement was a Terbal one. 
The complaint was made to Chief Growler 
by Coroner Hawldna, and Officer O'Day 
was detailed on the caae with the resnlta 
narrated.

FIVE THOUSAND PASSES. 

The Legislators of Kansas Very Free in 
Their Demands. 

"I have just written the four thousand 
nine hundred and ninety-ninth pass since 
this liCgisIstare convened," said General 
Attorney A. A. Hard of tbe Santa Fe last 
evening. It is Mr. Htird who iaanes nearly 
all the passes "on account of legislation," 
and he sees that each member of the Legis- 
lature is provided with a pasteboard which 
allows him to ride free on all Santa Fe 
lines during the session. The members 
are also given trip passes for their friends 
when they wish to travel to or from To- 
peka purely for "legislative purposes." 

Mr. Hurl waa in a happy mood. It was 
probably because the Legislature was so 
nearly ended. "It is strange, very 
strauge," said he, "what excuses members 
do make to get passes. Often when a pass 
is applied for and it is not definite for what 
purpose it is requested, I write to the mem- 
ber and ask him what it is for and he will 
answer, 'legislative purposes." Some have 
asked for passes from Kansas City to the 
west line of tbe State, all on 'account of 
legislative business.' I was asked for 
passes for a party of men to Kansas City 
and return a day or two ago, and when I 
asked what partictilar legislation called 
them to Kansas City, they answered, 'the 
irrigation bill.' I told them that Kansas 
City was a good phuse to irrigate, but I 
would have to refuse tbe passes just tbe 
same. 

"A member of the Senate wanted a pass 
from some Western town to Topeka and re- 
turn, and when 1 asked him whom it waa 
for be said that it was for his stenog- 
rapher's husband, who wanted to come to 
Topeka to visit his wife. The stenographer 
didn't seu her husband, or ii she did he 
paid his fare to Topeka. 

"I have just beard that some of the 
passes I have issued are being oBered for 
sale on the streets. Tbey use these trip 
passes, which are given on account of legis- 
lative business.' As much as we tqr to ac- 
commodate them, yoa see liow tha &vors 
are abused. 

"It may seem that I have issued a grea) 
many passes, but two years ago there were 
at least twice as many given. We have 
been more strict this year." 

"Do the Populists apply for as many 
passes as the Bepublicans?" asked there- 
porter. 

"Ko, they do not ; but all the members 
alike have the legislative passes. 

"Next year, when the Legislature meets, 
[ am preparing a surprise. I have had a 
talk with the representatives of the other 
lines, and we have agreed to issue no trip 
passes whatever for 'legislative purposes.' 
A member will receive a pass for himself 
and family, and that will end it. and his 
friends will have to pay their fares or stay 
at home. I think that the number of peo- 
ple who come to Topeka will not ba quite 
so large."— Tqieka (Kan.) Journal.

The pupils range in age from 7 to 13 
years, and Miss V. D. Bradbury, their 
teacher, declines to pive any of them the 
sUphtest lead in the matter of handling the 
Eubjoct. 

Miss Parker, the principal, has done all 
she could to encourage Hiss Bradbnr}', 
who teaches the children, and develop the 
spirit of art among the little ones. The 
work ezhiUted is the result. AU of it 
shows tenderness, and some of the flower 
studies in water color are wonderful when 
the conditions under which they were 
made is considered. The child chooses her 
own colors, and without the intervention 
0f even a pencil outline draws in with color 
blossom, leaves and stem. 

The very simplicity of the work makes it 
beautiful and equaTto the best work done 
in that period of what was known as 
"Japanese flower-painting.". 

In the life studies, and it seems incon- 
grnons to talk of life studies in connection 
with baby pupils, the same unconscious- 
ness is evident. The child would be placed 
before the class and then with charcoal the 
pupils shape in the forms according to in- 
diviaual aptitude. All of the work is 
necessarily nurried. There is but one hour 
in the week given to the art studies, while 
all the rest ot the school time belongs to 
the regular school course.

Mr. Bruce Porter, in whose studio the 
exhibition is being given, is authority for 
the statement that these little ones have 
themselves done al! the work represented, 
and done it without the least mechanical 
or literary aid ; that the work is unusually 
good is tne reason lor the exhibition, and 
half a dozen of the best artists in San 
Francisco looked over the work of these 
child artists yesterday and declared it 
incomparable. 

As a comer-piecfl around which the 
pupils' work is arranged Mr. Porter has 
exhibited bis window in stained glass that 
has been made for the Presbyterian church 
at San Rafael. The window has been 
made by Mr. Porter at the request of Mrs. 
J. F. Boyd and as a memorial to her 
uncle, Irs Cook. Tbe church is a hand- 
some hnilding of gray stone, and ot its 
building much ia due to the generosity of 
Mrs. Traynor Park. 

In design the window is an arabesque of 
leaves With nestling doves. The scroll 
springs from a naturally arranged center, 
directing the eye upward to the cross. 
There are more than 9000 pieces of class 
superimpo sed to give t he rich effect.

The annual lOO-mile relay race of the 
California Associated Cycling Clubs, to be 
run on Bunday, April 7, is now so close at 
hand that it is the uppermost topic of 
ronversation among tlu' wlioelmen. One 
he.irp on every side predictions as to the 
result and wagers as to the time that will 
!)<• made, and the riders who are entered 
for the various clubs are training diligently 
every day. That all jirevious records will 
be lowered is without question, and many 
venture the assertion that it will be the 
fastest relay race ever run, which does not 
^;eenl improbaMc wlK-n the make-up of the 
different tcaui- is c-on^idiTi-d.

The start is in front of Mr. Varney's 
store on Market street, between Ninth and 
Tentli, this city. thcn',:e to Ninth, to Bran- 
nun, to I'otrero avenue, to Nevada, to 
Nebraska, to San Bruno mad, tiiiishingon 
the level half mile east of IJa len. and about 
one-half mile further south than Unish of 
Urst relay in 1891.

Hixth relay— Continues from this point 
to tania <-'lara street, to McLauglilin ave- 
nue, to Storey road, to King road, tu Alum 
Kock avenue to Capitol avenue, llnishing 
in front of orchard of E. M. 'Welch, at a 
point marked, about midway between a 
red waterrtank and a green pumpbonse. 

Seventh relay — Continues from this 
point along Rorryessa road to Milpitas 
Toad, to a point one and a half n:i!c5 south 
of Irvington; relay ntark midway between 
white bam and yellow cottage. 

Eighth relay — Continues to Irvington, 
turning to right in that town, crossing rail- 
troad track, and turning to left between 
f warehouse and Washington College; thence 
northerly to Niks road, through Kiles to a 
point a quarter of a mile north of a ceme- 
tery situated north of Decoto. 

Ninth relay— Continues on road, throoeh 
Esywards to road forming the base of the 
Ban Leandro triangle; turning into this 
road and cndir.L.- on tlie barkstretcli of 
triaiifrlc where tlie start of ten-mile course 
is indicated, near narrow-gauge railroad 
crossing. 

Tenth relay — Continues on triangle 
vestcriy through San Leandro to Kour- 
teenili str-ft. i:a?t Oakland, to First 
uventK. til Twelfth street, to finish at Lake 
View Cottage, o)ipo»ite Lake Merritt. 

The finish of each relay is indicated bv a 
black sign, white lettered, reading: *'£nd 

of relay, ^ miles. C. A. C. C. " These 

signs are always to he useful as indicating 
distances on the road, and ti;e association 
or the league may some day erect similar 
signs only a mile apart. On all except the 
third, ninth and tenth relays the signs are 
placed on the right-hand side of the road- 
way as the relay is run. On all e.xcept the 
seventh, ninth and.t( nth rclavs they are 
fcecnred to te!ograi.h-|i(il( s. A t the seventh 
the mark is placed on stakes driven close 
to the roadside ; on the ninth it is place4 
on a white picloet fence, near the starting 
mark of the ten-mile triangle course. At 
the finish of the tenth relay the mark is on 
u white K lice surroun'ding'Lake View Cot- 
tage, opposite Lake Merritt. 

Each relay is an exact ten mile3,|cyclom- 
eter measurement. In the first relay,. 
Brannan street, from Ninth to Potrero 
tivenue, is the only bad place. The second 
relay is better than last year; no new mac- 
adain. The third relay, the fastest one 
last year, is bad for a mile and a quarter 
past Redwood City, owing to new road 
Borface. Effort wfll be made to open a 
riding path through this section. Fourth, 
fifth, sixth and seventh relays are all good. 
The road surface of the eighth i.n good, but 
hilly from Niles. The ninth is good, save 
a mile north of Hay wards. The tenth is 
good, except the last five blocks on Four- 
teenth street. East Oakland, which are of 
very uneven sniface. 

There are at present but two teams se- 
lected, those of the Garden Citv Cyclers of 
San Jose and the ol> nipic Club Wheelmen 
of tnis city. The personnel of these teams 
baa already been published in the Cali,. 
The make-up of the teams of the Bav City 
Wheelmen and California Cycling dnb of 
this city, and the Acme and lU liaiicc clubs 
of Oakland, will be decided by the try-outs 
of these clubs, which will be' held to-mor- 
row, if the weather holds good, over the 
Ban Leandro course. The Imperial, Crescent 
and Y. M. C. A. clubs of this city will not 
enter teams, and it is doubtful it the San 
Jose Road Club will either, although it has 
some good men. Much is expected of the 
Acme and Bay City teams, and the result 
of their try-outs to-morrow will be watched 
with interest Each clnb has five or six 
B^en slready selected, all of known abili^.

mean defi at. gri'at care has to be exercised 
in selecting the balance of the riders. 

If the conditions' are favorable, to- 
morrow will be another great day for road 
races in the vicinity of San Lcanilro. The 
Acme and Reliance ( Inhs of <Jaklaiid will 
start about 10 A. m., both from High street, 
Fruitvale, the former running ten miles 
through to Haywards and the latter five 
miles to San Leandro. At II o'clock the 
California Cycling Cluli will run its third 
ten-mile try-out, this lime over the tri- 
angle. At 1 P. M. the Bay City Wheelmen 
will start from Fruitvale a five-mile race to 
San Leandro. Altogether gome good spurt 
is promised, and as large entry lists are 
the rule it will be worth one's while to go 
over to San Leandro in the morning and 
witness the finishes of the various races. 

At San Jose to-morrow the Road Club 
will hold a five-mile rae.e, when McFar- 
land will try to lower the coast record. 
Some question has been raise(l as lo the 
ten-mile record of this rider, made at .<an 
Jose last Sunday, the claim being that the 
distanci' was not accurately measured and 
was short. When the claim for the record 
is made to the Associated Clubs the racing 
board will decide this. Meanwhile the 
rider and his club are entitled to all the 
glory rightly accruing to his meritorious 
pcrforniaiiec. 

The next meeting of the San Francisco 
Bicycle Track Association will be held 
Thursday evening, March 'JS. at the rooms 
of the S, ¥. Y. M. C. A. Cycling Club, 
corner Ellis and Mason streets, and all 
officers and delegates are requested to be 
present as there is much business of im- 
portance to he transacted relative to the 
races to be held April 16. 

Kezt Friday, March 29, is ihe anniver- 
sary of the organization of the Pacific 
('ycling Club, a select body of fifteen odd 
mem hers, who en joy somi' very pleasant 
runs together during the riding season. 

Jobn 8. Prince, the professional cyclist, 
now on the coast, is giving exhibitions at 
San Jose this week, similar to those he 
gave at a local theater two weeks ago, and 
advertises the performance as being run 
"under the rules of the California Asso- 
ciated Cj'cling Clubs." As Prince is in no 
way connected with this organization 
President 'Wynne has written him, request- 
ing the discontinuance of the use of their 
name, as the fact of a professional rider 
using it is very mislcu<iing to the public. 
All members of the associated clubs must 
be amateurs. 

The Knockabbut Cyclers held a run to 
Lake I'ilarcitos last Sunday. It com- 
meiu ed raining just as they started to re- 
turn, and they had a merry time slipping 
and sliding over the Sail Mateo (jounty 
roads, which are composed laryrely of clay, 
which stuck in sucn quantities to the 
wheels that in some instances they became 
clogced temporarily. The club will have 
more regard for threatening weather here- 
after when starting on country trips. 

G. W. Simpson of the Bay City Wheel- 
men has returned from an extended East- 
ern trip, but won't stay here long, as he 
contemplates representing a wheelbouse in 
Los Angeles. E.v-Captain Martin of the 
same club has been quite ill the past week, 
but is gradually recovering. Charlev Wells, 
one of the crack racers of the c'liih. has 
fully recovered from his recent indi-iiusi- 
tlon and is continuing training. 

It is surprising what a large number of 
new riders commit the error of trying to 
ride their whecis on a wet cable slot. Ex- 
perience has taught the average cycler that 
this is equally as treacherous as stepping 
upon a banana-peeling. 

It is agreeable to note that gradnallv the 
large uuniher of ladies wuo 'ride in" the 
jiark are giving np the ^^.ractice of "coast- 
ing" down grades. In coasting the bodv 
is a dead weight on the wheel, and in these 
days of feather-weight bicycles the strain 
is often too great and s'omething gives 
way, whereupon the wheel is at once de- 
clared to be defective. The ]>raclice is also 
dangenius, in tiiat complete control of 
oue'.s bicycle is not had unless the feet are 
on the pedals, and in striking a rut you 
are apt to go off into space if the steering 
is not jierfectly straight. The ladies are 
also discarding the use of leggings, whii h 
they claim are unnecessary and too uncom- 
fortable for use. 

Wlieeimen are great hands for going off 
on long trips on short notice. Last Satur- 
day night a pan y of (ilviiipics, consisting 
of Messrs. Long, Thornton, Fuller, Haley 
and Hunter, attended a local theater. 
Walking up the street afterward some one 
suggested a trip to San Jose. The idea was 
quickly acted on. After considerable hur- 
rying around they managed to catch the 
last txiat for Oakland, "rhey left Fruitvale 
at about 1:13 a.m. Sunday anil arrived in 
San Jose in three and a half hours' time. 
After a few nours' sleep they strolled 
around San Jose until the afternoon and 
then rode home. 

The utUity of the bicycle is continually 
coming to the front. The latest use to 
which it is being put is by the street lamp- 
lighters, who' have found thev can save 
considerable time and labor bv 'its use. 

The national racing circuit will com- 
mence May 18 and close about Octol^r 15. 
No private record trials will be sanctioned 
during the )iriiicipal nusine season.from 
June 1 to October 1. 

Stanley G. Scovern, a popular member of 
the Olympic Club Wheelmen, has recently 
invested in a new Rambler tandem. No 
cause is assigned for this move other than 
that he is lookii.g for the most comfort and 
pleasure while cycling. 

Frank Fuller of the same club went East 
Thursday on a pleasure trip, and may visit 
Europe before returning. Tuesday night 
he entertained Messrs. Long, Hunter, 
Monteleagre, Scovern, Ilalcy and Tliorn- 
tnii at the theater, and was in turn ban- 
queted Wednesday evening by a large 
number of his fellow-members. 

There are few of the local wheelmen that 
would not like to be in San Jose to-night 
to attend the Garden City Cyclers' smoker. 
The invitations have been distributed lib- 
erally to the wheelmen hereabouts and in 
consequence a large number will go down. 
If the roads are thought to be suUTiciently 
dried up after the recent rain, most of the 
men will ride down, and Captain Thornton 
has called a run of the Olvmpic Club 
'Wheelmen for the 3 o'clock boiit this after- 
noon, with this object in view. If the 
roads are too mnddy they will take the 
tram— anything so long as they get tliere— 
for the San Jose boys are noted as hosts 
and will shine particularly on this oc- 
casion, the opening of their new clubhouse.

"Handsome Bob," and his sunny 



remain a mem l>er of the San ,Tose Road 
Club, of which he was a charter member, 
and he was also an honorary member of 
the California and a non-resident member 
of the Acme and Bay City clubs.

The latter 
claim the course was short, as measured 
by a cyclometer, and that the riders -had « 
forty-mile gale at their Incks all the dis- 
tance. 

When left to himself Ziegler is a square, 
fair-minded hoy, but he now receives the 
butt of all the doings of his trainer and his 
lot is an unhappy one. It is said he is dis- 
satisfied with the Falcon wheel he is rid- 
ing,'saying he cannot make as fast time on 
it as on the wheel he used to ride. His 
team-mates are not fast enonch riders to 
be muttially benelicial to each other in 
training, aiid Coulter, one of his riding- 
ni.ites, aspires to be a top-notcher, but 
Ziegler is in his way, which has engendered 
some little feeling, while to cap the climax 
Ziegler is not panioialarly enamored of his 
trainer. 

As the matter now stands Ziegler still 
belongs to the Road Club; he will ride in 
the Acme Club's relay team and race on 
the track under the Olympic Club's colors. 
He is at least "a little demon" for joining 
clubs, and the impression is that the 
Olympics have profited nothing by secur- 
ing him for membership, but have uncon- 
sciously lent a hand to his trainer's adver- 
tising scheme. 

Advices received late last night from 
San .lo.-e indicate that the rainfall has not 
l)eeti so heavy but that it will he possible 
to ride diiwn to-day or to-morrow.

The Oakland High School Wheelmen 
have issued a challenge to the riders of 
the San Jose High School for a L'.'i-mile 
relay race, which lias been accepted. 

The famous racing men now training at 
San Jose are enthusiastic in their praise of 
the new cement track of the Garden City 
Cvclers, especially Bald and Macdonald, 
who say it is the fastest they have ever 
ridden upon. Trainer Windle thinks it 
the be t track in the country.

GUN AND GAME. 



Only Two Months in 'Which Game Can Be 
Sold— Trap Shooting. 

According to the new game bill, snipe of 
any kind can be shot at all seasons of the 
year e.xcept in such cotuties where a 
special ordinance may keep market hunt- 
ers from slaughtering them. 

Although the birds received a cold 
shoulder from the sportsmen who assisted 
in the new game bill, it can be safely said 
that no man who has the interest of game 
protection at heart will enter the field for 
the purpose oi killing snipe during the 
months in which they breed. It is only 
market hunters and campers who ncea to 
be feared as the true sportsman will not 
enter a field in quest of game birds of any 
kind during the months of a closed season. 
The English snipe is the gamest of game 
birds and it certainly does not augur well 
for the gentlemen of the Sportsmen's Con- 
vention to shut them ont of protection en- 
tirely. 

There may be soifie parts of the State 
which the English or 'Wilson snipe do not 
frequent until (about the time of the clos- 
ing of the season for shooting game birds. 
If such be the case the season for snipe- 
shooting shonld have been prolonged a 
month, so as to give those sportsmen 
who reside "in the late iiarts" an oppor- 
tunity of enjoying a favorite pastime; but 
the idea of discarding the English 
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nature and pleasant face deserve him the 
title.

entirely from the list of game birds which 
are to be protected during the breeding 
season was about as absurd athingas could 
be imagined in the face of the fact that the 
primary object of the convention as- 
sembled was game protection. 

It is hoped by all true lovers of shooting 
that the sportsmen residing in those conn- 
ties in which the snipe breed will so far 
interest themselves in the protection of the 
birds as to intercede with the Supervisors, 
who can pass an ordinance with that ob- 
ject in view. 

_ The great breed in 2 grounds of the snipe 
in this State are in Sierra and Pluinas 
counties; and as Senator Ford represented 
Sierra in the Si.ortsmen's Convention held 
in this city a year ago, he will undoubtedly 
interest himself in behalf of snipe protet-- 
tion with the Snpervisorsof Sierra flounty. 
Some of the lovers of snipe-shooting wlio 
reside in this city should intercede with 
the City Fathers and explain to tlie latter 
the net essity of an ordinance which will 
prohibit the .sale of English snipe between 
the months of May and August, as profes- 
sional hunters will certainly be out slaugh- 
tering the breeding birds for this market. 

The meadow lark was included in the 
game bill among the songbirds that shonld 
be protected, but when the farmers had 
learned of that fact they sent in letters by 
the score to the legislators stating that the 
lark was most destructive to young erain 
and that any bill offering them protection 
should be Killed instanter. 

The committee on fish and game, fearing 
that the game bill Would meet with a hasty 
knockout should larks be included among 
the birds to be protected wisely concluded 
to erase the name of Calih)rnia's songbird 
from the list. The Supervisors of any 
county who may feel disposed to give larks 
protection can ordain to that effect as long 
as the birds are not included in the game 
bill. 

Heretofore Supervisors had the power to 
change the wording of the game law to 
suit their respective localities. This can- 
not be done after the new game bill shall 
have become a law. 

It would be well for all those who deal in 
game to keep their on the following 
new section as legaxds. the sale of gam^ 
It reads: ° 

Every cold storage company and every pei^ 
eon keeping a cold storage warehouse, tavera. 

hotel, resteurant or eating-house, and every 
marketman or other person who shall buy self, 
expose or offer for sale In this state any quail 
bobwhite, partridge, grouse, dove or wild duck 
whether taken orklUed In the State of Califor- 
nia or shipped into the State from any other 
smte. Territory or foreign country, except 
iM-tween the fifteenth rtav of September and the 
liftceuth day of .iHnuary of the foUowlnr year 
shall be guilty oi a misdemeanor.

Fish Commissioner Emezio said yester- 
day that he had instructed six of his de]>u- 
ties, at a meeting held in the rooms of the 
Fish Commission recently, to arrest every 
person found catching trout in fre-ili water 
on the day prior to the opening of il n- . m 
■on. The streams that will bi- ii i i , 
patrolled are: Lagunitas, Pajier Mill. s . 
noma, Alameda, Purissima and soiiio ol 
the tributaries of the Russian River. 

The Fish Commissioners are certainly 
going the right way .about protecting the 
fishes of the coast streams. Deputy Ka- 
veko arrested three men on San Xeandto 
Creek a few clays ago and one of the law- 
breakers, 8. Warner, was tried before a 
jury in Judge Quinn's court, at San Lean- 
dro and found guilty. His companions, 
George Gillespie and Al Sch umann, will 
have a hearing to-day. lleputv liabcock 
took a spin over to "Wildcat Creek last 
Sunday and hagL-ed William Mundav of 
Berkeley, win. was caught in the ae't of 
catching trout with nets. He was escorted 
to San Pablo, tried and found guilty. It 
naust lie very gratifying to the Commis- 
sioners tonote that tlie Judges of the coun- 
try I owns are lending their assistance to 
free the streams of poachers. If the Com- 
missioners will give the game of the State 
as close attention as they now are giving 
to fish, that is after the opening of the ang- 
ling season, sportsmen will feel as if the 
proper men were now at the head of the 
commission. 

In Mr. Xforrison of Sacramento the 
lovers of shooting will find a stanch suii- 
porter. The Governor has not vet ap- 
pointed a third commissioner, biit in all 
probability some man from Southern Cali- 
tornia will Ix; selected. It would be some- 
what of an injustice to the southern 
country if it did not have a representative 
in the board. From all accounts the Gov- 
ernor is now considering the appointment 
of a prominent sportsman of Los Angeles. 

During the past week there have been 
several anglers fishing for steel-heads in 
the tidewaters of Pajier-mill Creek. It is 
said that a school of forty large fish has 
taken possession of a large pool near the 
bridge which spans^he creek, and that all 
kinds of bait have been tried for their cap- 
lure without success. 

It is very probable that some of the den- 
izens will find themselves on dry land to- 
day, unless the recent rain has swollen the 
stream. However, there will be a rush of 
anglers tu the point to-niorrow.

around in doorways talking to gamblers or

No; if there is 
any work requiring plain-clothes men 1 
favor having it done by the aetectives, in 
whose department it properly belongs. 
1 "Another thing: At night now the of- 
j ficers wear peajackcts and ordinary over- 
I coats over their unii'ornui, simply placing 
j the star upon the ouuide. .Now, a star 
does not convey the idea of authority 
nearly so quickly as a uniform, and there- 
fore thi« systeiii is had. You remember 
that Policeman Grant, for f-hooting whom 
Actor Curtis was tried, was not in uniform 
when he attempted to make the arrest." 

Commissioner Tobin. when informed of 
the views expressed by his colleague, did 
not entirely agree with him. 

"The suggestions," he said, "arc not 
entirely new, for we have discussed them 
at different times during the past five 
years. The sergeants were allowed to 
wear citi^.ens' clothes at the suggestion of 
the Chief and captains of police, because it 
wa« thought that thus they could more 
cllic iciitly jperform their duties. The idea 
then was that they should not be made 
oonspicnous. 

"The men might be required to keep 
their coats buttoned, but to that it is 
obj>ct'-<i that diirinf; ihe verv warm por- 
tions of each day they would become over- 
cheated.

So far a.s 
wearing the clubs outside the coats Is con- 
cerned that would be a necessity if the 
coats were to be kept buttoned, as other- 
wise they could not ije easily rea' lied when 
wanted. We have, however, endeavored 
to impress on the men that the club was 

§iven them only for defensive use and was 
esigned to be used as sparingly almost as 
the pistol. 

"I do not think it possible for us to or- 
ganize a sqnad of picked men on the prin- 
ciple of the Broadway squad. Under the 
present ordinance the men must be 
changed about all over the city daring the 
course of a year. That was IntendM, of 
rotifse, to prevent corruption of the force, 
but it operates to forbid the forming «f any 
picked body of men.

An Important Bill Before the JTrnv Tork 
legislatttre, 

ALBANY, N. Y., March 22.— The amend- 
ed Grey-Percey racing bill was presented 
to the Assembly to-day. ^'hile in the 
committee it has been changed in many 
respects. The most important provisions 
of the bill provide that hereafter there 
shall be a State Racing Commission, to be 
appointed by the Governor, and to consist 
of three men, no two of whom shall be 
members of the same racing association. 

The commi.'ision is to license associations 
and meetings under rcastinai'lc rules and 
regulations, which may, from time to 
time, l>e prejcrihed by the Jocki'y Chihand 
the National Association. The commis- 
sion is to have power to cancel'and revoke 
licenses. A tax of 5 per cent of the gross 
earnings of the corporations enjoying the 
privileges of the bill is to be paid to the 
State. 

The bill provides that any jier.son who 
makes or records a bet directly or imli- 
rectly upon any racecourse shall forfeit the 
value of any money or projierty so wai.'ed, 
received or held hy him, to be recovered in 
a civil action by the person or persoiLs 
with whom such wager is made or by 
whom such money or property is de- 
posited.. The Ives pool bill and the Sax- 
ton amendment were repealed. The bill will 
be made a special order some day next

"1.00k here, officer," said an indignant 
citizen to a policeman in twenty-third 
street, "these beggars who creep np behind 
you and talk alo'ng at your side are grow- 
ing; more persistent and impudent than 
ever. What are yon, going to do about 

theiu 

"Wliy, of course," the policeman replied, 
"we run 'em in whenever we see them 
accosting any one: but the trouble is that 
tbey work the racket se smoothly that it is 
almost impossible to say that they are beg- 
ging when we don't see them stop any 
one." 

"Y'es, yee, I understand that," said the 
citizen; "but what about belting those fel- 
lows over the head?" 

"Weli," said the policeman smiling. "I 
shouldn t advise you to do tliat. sir; thore 
fellows are a pretty tough set. But I'll tell 
you one or two tricks that will bother them. 
If it's a rainy day you'll notice these fel- 
lows always board you on the leeward or 
open side. Now, as soon as any one of 
them abreast ot your shoulder ilirow 
your nnibrrlla quickly over and shove the 
whole wet thing smartly into his face. Do 
this suddenly, and you ll find your beggar 
will give up the chase in a tw'inkling. for 
there are fe^^■ things that I know that will 
phaze a man so i)nick as the big, round 
stretch of a dripping umbrella shoved into 
his face without a moment's warning. 

'•That's one way. Now, if it's dry weather 
and yon have a walking stick, drop it 
down on tlie si(l« the lellow is on and then 
throw till' el i oul at angle, so that it will 
catch betwrc n Iji- feet as he shufSes along. 
If you don't triphiiii you'll give him SO 
much to attend to keeping clear of the sticl^ 
that he will very soon give up begging and 
drop behind. 

"Now, supposing vou've got neither an 
umbrella nor a wulking-sticlc. Then yon 
must do the double on him. Like this: 
As soon as the beggar b^ins to close up 
behind you, quicken' your pace. He'll 
quicken his, too, and then as soon as yon 
are botli going it lively, stop short, tiirn 
quickly round nim from behind, and take 
up your walk un the other side at a fast 
gait. You'll be surprised to sec how com- 
pletely flustered this old schoolboy trick 
will leave him. 

"But supposing; you don't want so much 
exercise, try the simple plan of stopping, 
turnine round so as to face iiini, an<l ask 
him plainly and in a good, clear voice, if 
he is begging. He's pret^ sure to take a 
look round whep you ask him this, and, 
while he is doing A>, just walk quietly 
along and the chances are he'll not accost 
you again. 

"It seems an outrage, I know," the po- 
liceman continued, "that people should 
have to do<lpe beggars in New York, but 
it's sonudliins to know bow tO do it." — 
New Y'ork Sun, 

Coffee. 

There certainly is a system to follow in 
purchasing coffee. In America this is so 
frequently bought roasted (it not ready 
ground), that it is not always considered 
so necessary to mention the principal 
points worthy of the hotisewite's ob- 
servance, as it is on the Continent, 
where coffee is hardljr ever purchased 
otherwise than in the raw state, and one 
cannot help urging American housekeepers 
to roast and grind their own provision. It 
is much more satisfactory, and it seems a 
matter for wonder that more people do not 
pursue that co\irse. There is no possibilitv of 
comparison between the flavor of the beans 
that are roasted, or, at any rate, ground at 
home, and those that are bought even in a 
so-called perfectly "fresh" state. A* a 
general rule, it may be remarked, that the 
more even the beans the better the quality, 
whicli tlie hi-st (juality coffee has lighter 
beans than the interior sorts. 

The best kinds of coffee are those coming 
from Mocha. Syria and* Egypt — or at any 
rate, the sorts" that go hy the names of 
these ccnintries ; the beans are small, have 
a bhiish tint, and are rather round, but 
the.v are not common. Java coffee is much 
Used on the Continent; it has a pleasant 
smell, and the beans are rather yellowi 



whereas the Forto Kiro and Domingo 
coffee has a decided silvery tint. In Prance 
Mocha and Martinique ate also favorites ; 
they all do well without chickory. 

It is a mistalcp to nse the latter or to be- 
lieve that all French coffee iialurally con- 
tains the additional substance. It takes 
about twentv minutes to roust a pound 
and a half of coffee, but the easiest method 
is to buy one of the French roasters, in 
which the lamp contains just the right 
quantity ot spirit to roast Ihe rontentsof 
the machine to n nicety. It is a very easy 
operation and only requires to be done 
leisurely and evenly. When it is 
finished, the berries should be 
first turned out into at wooden bowl or 
platter, and put immediately into the tin 
in which they are subscunently to be 
stored. This should only be done when 
they are quite cold. When rousted the 
coffee must be fragrant, dark brown 
and slightly moist. Turn it about 
in the bowl to cool it quickly, 
then transfer it wittiout delay to 
an air-tiglit canister. Above all do not 
roa^t lar^c quaniitiev at once, and never 
grind more than is ab-olutely necessary 
for one meal, otherwise the flavor will be 
lost and the best quality of coffee will soon 
become insipifl.

Prcposed Tax on Bicycles and 
Other Vehicles— Professor. 
Huff Destitute. 



It is now definitely understood that 
Cciiiicilniun Walter G. Manuel will be the 
president of the new (]oancil. He repre- 
bcnts the Third Ward in tite present 

Council. 

It lias been penerally conceded that one 
o! the old members, or hold-orers, should 
occupy the important post of chairman, 
and, as both Messrs. Dow and Towie had 
held the office, it was agreed among the 
Kon-Partisans that some other meml>er 
fhoulii lie rhosrn. Manuel is the man on 
whiini the hMriur will fall. 

Tlicre i.* oni' <niesi irin wlncli, it is s.iid, 
the new aiiniinistratioii wcrild like much 
to se<' delinitcly settled, and that is the 
attitude of the old Board of Public AVorks, 
which was voted out of office by the adop- 
tion of the charter amendments' The old 
board has threatened to hold on, and its 
attorney. George de Oolia, has intimated 
that lie is prepared to make a fight iif the 
courts. 

Despite these threats, however. Mayor- 
elect Davie, Attorney-elect Piersol and En- 
pincer-elect Wilson will meet and organize 
as a Board of I'ublic Works after the first 
Monday in April and proceed to the trans- 
action of htisincss. 

It is tl;o ;t;ht that all that is left of the 
old board. Miller and Huches. will do the 
same and that Mr. Carothers will continue 
to hold until Mayor Pavie appoints his 
successor. The Mayor will not appoint a 
soccessor because that would he a rei ogni- 
tioh of the old board and Carothers will 
continne to hold the othce. 

This will make hoth boards complete as 
to membership and both may proceed with 
business. Both will at tb'e end of the 
month present salary demands, and under 
insJn-.ctions from City Attorney Piersol 
Auditor Snow will refuse to recognize tlie 
wasraiits of the old body. This it is thought 
will precipitate the contest which the old 
board seeks to make in the courts. 

■There jiromises to be an early confliet 
between ihe Mayor-elect and the new 
Council over the (X'm'pancy of the Frank- 
liii-sirivt wharf. The old Council has 
voii j to allow J. P. Taylor a portion of 
the wharf for his coal bunkers, and this 
the new Mayor has always opposed. The 
new Council will hare in it a sufficient 
number of the old Council's members to 
carry the f-cht-me throuch. ami although 
the ordinance has been passed and signed 
by Mayor Pardee the Mayor-elect has inti- 
mated that ther? is relief" in the courts. 

Mayor-elect Davie said vesterdav on this 
subject: 

The effect of this ortiinance will be to remove 
xny slip and the warehuuse ami there is no 
more money to build eiiher. This if a port of 
entry and ought to have a tine warehouse for 
the accommodation of merchants. 1 will rot 
allow Mr. Taylor 10 erect a bunker there until 
the courts decide that he has a right to do so. 
Webster-Btrect wharf has t>een used exclusively 
tor the discharging of coal cargoes, and tliere 
would he more revenue for the citv if that 
wharf should t* usc.1 for that purriose. because 
the Coos Bay Coal Ciiini'nny, whioti discharges 
lucre coal than any other ei.ini>anv iicre dis- 
charges there. If we must have buiiKtrs, let us 
build hunkers for. the cccral use of all the 
people. Instead of two .t.iet.-. one on either 
sideoi the pier, the bunkers couM be arranged 
sr. liiflt they v.ould be an injury to no one. 

li is a •I'.j'.siion of money. and" that is the only 
reason the r,,iincii .has mlvanced in favor of 
the iirof"js-,;i.-.ii, Why not .iispose of the Wharf 
to the rftilroR'l coi;it>any altogether? Tliey 
could fence it up ai:il malie evervbodv depend 
upon thein, ami l.e willing to pav treble the 
amount for it that anv other corp<5ratlon or 
person would p jy. The Counci! has no more 
right to rent thni whurf lor the e.-schisivc u.se 
of an individual ih«n it hns to rent the riiv 
Hall Park for a eal.Ka-c garden. The ( Vnmcil 
was speedy ahout passing the orUinaiiee, I must 
say, especiftily I hiid an applrti-.t ion before 
that bod v for the u-.. of the " hurf v, :;h the 
steamer XIare Isiand. which wouM hrfuc the 
city in a revenue <■( i."nMiiP. 1 doubt it Taylor 
ever paid more tha:i .^'JOOO a year for 'the 
privilege. 

In this fight over the city wharves the 
Mayor-elect will be l>acked bv the mer- 
chants, who have already waited on him 

and requested him to keep the wharves 
open for the people. The committee from 
the Merchants' K.vchan''e to call on the 
Mayor-elect on the subject <onsisted of 
Ceorge Kish, M. V. Wiicher. Fred Sinclair, 
Charles Hunt, F. li. fiirar.l. Walter Meese, 
Fred Becker, J. A. Fairchiid, S. i^amuels' 
Frank Mottand H. D. ( usliing. President 
Fish said in speaking of the matter: "I

A New Deal Insacnratad. 

The bondholders of the Consolidated 
Piedmont Cable Company held a meeting 
in San Francisco Thursday and effected a 
thorough reorganization of that svsteni. 

It was agreed that the new comiiany 
shotild be known as the Piciimoiit and 
Mountain View RaUway Company, and 
Charles Bishop, who purchased the Pied- 
mont cable road for the bondholders, will 
turn the property over to the new corpora- 
tion. 

The capital stock of the Piedmont and 
Monnt:i;ii \ lew Company will beSl,000,000, 
dividcii into lO.Ootj shares. 

The ofiicers elected for the ensuing vear 
jrill be: Charles Bishop, president; fi. A. 
Heron, vice-president; Daniel Grant secre- 
tary, and the Oakland Bank of Savings 
treasurer, while ( liarles Bishop. ,S. C. Bige- 
low, E. A. Heron, John R. f^jiring and 
Homer King are named as directors. 

The bondholders were nearly all repre- 
sentcd.at the meeting, and of ttiefiOO bonds 
now out the holders of »30 have .signed the 
reorganization agi«ement, and the others 
have signified their intention to be on the 
list when the new company is fintlly in- 
corporated. 

Itcformer Huff Drstituto. 

Professor A. Huff, who has for years 
been identified with all reform movements 
in Oakland of a financial character, is in a 
destitute condition and sick at 857 Fallon 
street. His case was yesterday re- 
ported to the Associated Chanties by a 
friend who has given him aid. 

Professor Uutf is the author of a book 
entitled "Looking Into Things; or the 
Great Conspiracy That Xow Is." The 
book treats in a philosophical way of the 
silver question ami has received consider- 
able attention from linanciers. Professor 
Huff is past seventy years of age and has 
recently been identified with the Populist 
movement. He has become a familiar 
figure in all their coimcils and conventions 
and has delivered many speeches on x«- 
form questions. 

It is understood now that a movement Is 
on foot among his friends, who had lost 
fdght of him for some time, to give the 
relief needed. It is stated that a scarcity of 
food and proper nourishment really lias 
more to do with bis present sickness thui 
anything else. 

A (tcneral Wheel Tax* 
Oakland is known as a citv of wheels. 
Becaose of its level and well-paved streets, 
it has probably more bicycles in ittiian 
any other ci^ of its siM in the conntiy. It 



has been stated that at least a quarter of a 
million dollars are invested in the silent 
si. ( ds ill Oakland, and now, in order to 
keep the streets in repair, it is said tlje 
Council ]iroposcs putting a tax on wheels. 

This ta.v would cover buggies, carts, 
hacks, wagons and all other sorts of 
wheeled vehicles and bicycles, but becaase 
of the large number of the latter the bulk 
of the taj? would come from that source. 

It is thought that bv levying a ta.\ oi f 1 
to $2 a vear, at least $10.CKX) could be raised 
annually, and this amount would >ro far 
toward settling the question of gooii roads. 

In Chicago bicycles are taxed $2 per year, 
and Paris, it is said, raises a large annual 
revenue from this stmrce. 

Bicycle owners are much agitated over 
the matter, and it is thouelit they will 
enter a vigorous protest if ah attempt is 
made to impose such a tax. 

Caught Redhanded. 

Constable Storch of Frttitvale to-night 
brought to the County Jail a young man 
who said his name was Gilkinson. He also 
pave his name asG. R. Woodhull. He was 
cajitured in a residence in Fruitvale in the 
act of looting it, and considerable .stuff was 
found on his person, among other things 
two bracelets, diamond cuff buttons, gold 
chain and some other jewelry. He liad 
fortified himself with a new Smith & Wes- 
son pistol .inda bottle of whiskv, and it is 
supiKj.seil from these latter articles that he 
is new in the business. He said he had 
never before been arrested. He is quite a 
young fellow, giving his age as 16. 

Was Rme the Robber ? 

It is said that there is new evidence suffi- 
cient to connect George Rae with the Jud- 
son robber)', and the detectives are now 
working up the case against him. 

Rae was arrested for the crime, but was 
aciiuitted, and was taken to Pan Francisco 
to answer a charge of forgery and embezzle- 
ment. He pleaded guilty and is now serv- 
ing a terin of one year in San Quentin. As 
soon as hi.s time has expired he will be 
arrested and tried on the charge of being 
a Jiidsoii robber.

Dentil of ,Iohn 'I'iniiiMiiw, One of the 
lluilders of the South Ynlia Canal. 
Furmerlj m Millionaire. 

John Tiinmons, one of the builders of the 
South Yi;ba canal, and who was at one 
time a millionaire miner, ilicd on Tuesday 
at the Almshouse. He was associated with 
the Bonanza people in the seventies and 
finally lost all his money in stock specula- 
tions and found his way to the poorhonse. 
Timmons came to California in 1849 from 
Ireland, where his peo pie Were of high- 
standing, his sister having married an 
earl. In the fifties he was associated with 
J. S. Green, the Husseys and other lead- 
ing spirits who did so much to develop 
the resources of Nevada Countv. They 
built the Remingtoti Hill ditch' in 1«.'>8. 
This was the first large ditch built in the 
county and later they <1uk the South Yuba 
canal, which was sold for a large suni to 
Alvinza Hay ward in-lS72. 

Timmons" owned mines at Chalk Bluff 
and Remington Hill. After the sale of bis 
property to Hayward he came to this city 
w ith a large fortune and began to speculate 
in stocks. He linally lost evervthiiig. 
Some friends who had lost track of Jiira for 
years on learning of his death gave him 
decent burial.

E. A. Williams, O. P. Kixford and repre- 
sentatives ot.Wakelee ft Co. appeared and 
urged that the committee advise the hoard 
to advertise for bids for a fifty yean' fran- 
chise for the cremation of the refuse. They 
argued that the burning of the garbage 
would be of vast benefit to the city, doing 
away with the dumps, which are not only 
an eyesore hut a menace to the health of 
the coninmiiity. 

They cited the cases of Eastern cities 
where all refuse is burned in huge crema- 
tories, and stated that for f26O,00O a crema- 
tory could be built at a convenient spot 
near the city where all garbage could be 
speedily and prohtablv disposed of. They 
declared their intention of bidding for thb 
privilege incase the board would make the 
term of the franchise fifty years and allow 
eighteen months for the building of the 

£Iant. They also urged that the ifranchise 
s let to the persons offering the highest 
price for the privilege ami charging the 
lowest r.atcs for iiurning. 

A. Hcyueman, who represented a gar- 
bage barge company, asked the committee 
to consider a proposition from his concern 
to tow the garbage in barges to a point 
outside the heads and dump it into the 
ocean. He argued that such a process 
woulil not only be cheaper, but far prefera- 
i lie from a sanitary point of view, as the 
sniells and smoke "-vifhich must inevitably 
arise from a crematory would be avoided. 

The committee declined to take «ction 
and will consider the matter at its next 
meeting. 

Cowley regarded "The Mistresse" as his 
best.

While the intiuenza is still epidemic thi reisin 
almost every hoiisehold some one who requires an 
invalid's diet, in the early stsges, perliaps, some 
kind 01 gruel, and later the cereals in a more solid 
form, or a dainty lamb chop, broiled squab or 
breast ot chicken. 

The appetite of an invalid Is a very capricious 
thing as every one knows, and It is therefore wise 
to prepare just enough of each article to serve once. 
If more is called for cook It as it is needed, but try 
to avoid sending to the sickroom a halt-eaten cus- 
tard or dainty ot any sort, and prevent the possi- 
bility of having to listen to any remarks of the 
••That old ciisurd sgain!" order. 

It is hsid to give directions for quantities small 
enough for one poor invalid, bat In the matter of 
gruels enough can be prepared to last tsr several 
meals, and a small quantity can be reheated with 
milk when It is wished. Cornmeal, oatmeal or 
graham gruel are made by adding to three pints of 
Iwiling water an ounce, which is about a heaping 
tahlesfioonfui. of the meal from w hich the gruel 
takes its name, and eookinn un. over. d for an h.air 
or an hour and a half, then slrainim; ean fullv. 
adding a little salt and setium awav t.i k'. t eool. 

l^heconmieai and tlral.am must be added to the 
boiling water very eurefullv that thev mav not 
form lumps, and where It is ullowahle a few raisins 
may be cooked with them. Barley gruel needs 
lunger cooking, so that it Is wise to make quite a 
quantity at a time, tor It keeps perfectly well In a 
cool place tor two or three days. The i^earl hariev, 
one c up 10 a tiuart of cold water, Is waslieil care- 
fully and put on to cook in a double holler, and it 
must simmer tor five ur six hours; it is then lobe 
strained and treated like the other gruels, which 
are generally thlnueil out w iiliwarm milk before 
serving, though they arc sometimes taken wilh a 
little sugar and a few drops of lemon juice-

A squab or the breast of a f tii.-k. n can be broiled 
best In paper, and that Is a teat the result of w hich 
will surprise any one who has never seen it done. 
To preiwre the squab, open it up the back and re- 
move the neck and any bits of rough bone wltb a 
sharp knife, lay the wings in place and push the 
legs up so the bird will be a good shape and he is 
ready for the sacrifice, always siip]Kising that he 
was carefully plurked an.l wiped U'fore eultilig 
open. The breast of ehn keii can be broiled in lour 
pieees if tie, d he. as there are four natural lillets 
besides the tiny ones under the wing, .\fter the 
skin has been removed the breast should Ik- taken 
from the bone, when tbe membrane or curtilage 
which divides the pieces can easily be found. One 
fillet will be enough for the average Invalid, oniess 
the chicken be one of the tiny broUeis wmch are 
in th>' market now. which look as If they had 
grown to tempt a sii-k person's appetite. 

\\"hen the biril IS rt ady 10 broil butter a sheet of 
nn'. puper on the inside e itli i-olil hatter, lav the 
squall or iireast of eh. .-ken m this, fi.i.i the t'.aner 
and turn both s'.les aiel the eml ovi.r three tunes:

which has passed the blazing point and is reduced 
tea bed of coals: have the bird bone side down at 
first, but turn frequently, that the paper may not 
take fire, though If that does happen the bird is not 
simlled; put the flame out al once and finish broil- 
ing. In rather less than ti n iiiinutes the bird will 
be done, when it must b.- removed from Ihe paper, 
holding II over the hot jilate on w hieh It is to be 
served, that the juice ami butter mav be sav.-.l. If 
the broiling has been successfully done the bird 
will be a most beautiful pale golden hrown of per- 
fectly uniform shade. OuaU can be treated in the 
same way as sqnabs, bat ot coarse are not season- 
able now. 

A dish of cold cracked wheat Is a thing which de- 
serves to b<> known more widely than it Is, as It is 
not only an excellent dish for a convalescent but 
makes a delightful dessert for warm-weather din- 
ners' 

Tbe cracked wheal left from breakfast can be 
molded and cut In slices, but it is far better cooked 
In milk, allowing a tabl.. spoonful of cracke.l w h.at 
to five of milk and fiv*. of water. First cook the wheat 
in the water .slightly salted till that Is nearly all eva})- 
orated, stirring two or three times to keep the grains 
from settling to tbe bottom. Tbe wheat is better 
cooked over a slow fire and in an ordinary sauce- 
pan than In a double tioiier. When the wafer has 
been prelt.v weli ahsorhed add tbe milk and sim- 
mer for an hour, then turn the erai-ki-d wheat inlo 
molds, stirring It a little tiefore iwuring that the 
grains may be rightly proportloneil. Then set the 
molds away to get very cold, and when readv to 
serve turn them out upon saucers and serve with 
sugar and good rich cream. In this dish everv 
grain of wht^al Is swollen to lis utmost and is very 
tender and lies in a bed of cream.v jell.v. 

The only seasonable fruit lor Invalids now Is the 
or.ange, unless a baked apple (.an be given, in which 
case tbe apple must be peel(.d and cored before It 
Is put into tbe oven, an.l it must be basted with sn.

Oats and Scotland. 

When Dr. Joliiison h.ni defined oats as 
"a grain which in England i.s generally 
given to horses, btit in Scotland supports 
the people," Lord Ellihank triumphantlv- 
retorted: "Bnt where will von find such 
horses and such men?" We ni.iv admire 
the patriotism, bin we must regret the 
loyal mendacity of his lordship, for he 
must liave known how dirty, alow and 
slovenly his rural countrymen are. 

The food of the people was poor,for they 
had nothing to cook e.xcept oat and barley 
meal and lentil-preens from their yard, for 
no other vepettiblo was known ; and beef 
or mutton thev seldom saw, and pigs' 
flesh they would not eat if thev had it. 
Their drink was fermented whey^ kept for 
a year in barrels, or ale made from oats 
atid heather. Milk they rarely had. for 
the meager cows provided only two or 
three pints a day, and that was kept sour 
from being in foul di.shes. 

80 averse were the jpeople to cleanliness 
that the batter owed its consistency to the 
number of cows' hair in it, and was 
churned in kirns which were kej.t filthy 
bccimsf it \va.- '■iiiiciiiiiiy" i.» wa>ii iheni. 
The men clad in their ragged, home-woven 
plaided coats, with shirta tinged twice a 
year— at Martinmas and whit Sunday— 
and feet witliuut shoes, save on Sahbath 
and in winter mi.ih . w ere miserublv dirty, 
and their skin hard and withered from 
exposure outside and the peat reek indoors 
and subject to obnoxious diseases that dirt 
alone engenders.— The Scottish Review. 

The Essence of Fish. 
Fish are reduced to small pieces, mixed 
with a suitable quantity of water and 

cooked in a close vessel by means of steam, 
the temperature being "raised to l(jO (de- 
grees— 170 degrees C. When all the sol- 
uble parts have been extracted by the 
water the liquid is first passed through a 
sieve, and after skimming off the fivtty 
matter it constitutes the fish essence, 
which may be used as food, either alone or 
in conjunction with other nutritious sub- 
stances. The waste y^arts of the fish, to- 
gether with what remains on the sieve, are 
used for manure, after being first mixed 
with a suitable amount of lime, clay or 
simular diluent.— Scientific American.

Your choice as president of the convention 
fell on me. I accepted It on condition that I 
shouWiiot be called to serre on the permanent 
organization. You have progreieed so far as to 
adopt the mles and constitution to govern the 
new Manufaoturerh' and Producers' Associa- 
tion of California, and 1 >nppose you will elect 
your board of directors to-oay and thus com- 
plete the organization. 

We have lUtened to valuable papers from 
many able and practical men, each of which 
tanght a lesson in itself. There are yet several 
Mtpera to listen to and many which will be re- 
Rired to the special committee, which time 
will prevent reading, but which will be pub- 
lished in the proceeolngs of the convention. 

The committee on credentials has alreadv 
made its report to you, which has iKcn ac- 
cepted and approved. The names thus re- 
ported constitute tha members of this conven- 
tion and are entitled to vote on questions 
brought before It. 

Under any circumstances the duties of the 
chairman «! a convention like this are not 
eafv and I would ask your indulgence and aid 
in lightening those duties, and I would request 
that the members of this convention reported 
by the committee on credentials would take 
their seats in the front part of. the hall, so that 
they can be recognized by the chair. An ample 
number of seats are provided in the rear for 
visitors and friends, w^om we arc glad to wel- 
colne. 

The Furtiseth resolntions were as fol- 
lows:

S:rlty depends on the purchasing power of the

Further rttolvtd. That we urge upon employes 
alike the necessity for mutual consideration 
and free and open acknowledgment of its other 
interests, remembering always that the inter- 
ests of all the people are above all. 

Hfsohrd further. That this convention urge 
the imioetiiate settlement by conciliation of 
existing laljor dirticultles, in order that we may 
unitedly urge the use of home mauuiactures, 
and 

Baolved, That we expect from labor organi- 
zations that they will use their best endeavors 
to assLti in the crusade against each Eastern 
Roods as we are now mauutactnrliiv in this 

fclate and on this (Mtat. 

was expected the difoti'^sion on the 
resolutions was quite breezy, ami in fact 
Delegate Terrill took matter? >o much to 
heart tliaf lie left the convention. 

The committee on resolutions reported as 
follows: 

Your committee on resolutions to whom was 
referred the revolution relating to the import- 
ance of labor unions end the duties of its mem- 
bers, respectfully reports as follows: 

This convention is coin^OiiCd of members 
from all branches of industry and it would lie 
unfair to a^lopt any principles for its irttvern- 
uienl or make any expression of s,.uiMneut 
which would tend to create class d'<'i:n ti^-n in 
<»ur relations witheach other, u .. nii meet 
here on a common cround of eoMali'- w iille 
dilfering as we must in our indmdnal .ij.mions 
upon many questions of public policy We 
tecognize the rights of fellow-citizens to com 
bine together for mutual advantage and we 
iH'lieve that uuiivna of various kinds may be 
>nade Ut •<er\ e the t ublic welfare, when con- 
ducted with due re pec t to t lie rights ol all.

expressing his desire In the interest of all our 
memlieni. In the form in which we present 
his thought we believe he will heartily concur, 
and that he will jiermit us to extend to all who 
arc to be in'i-lted to join us a hearty welcome 
from the combined voice of united and loyal 
industry. . 

Louis Saroni pre.^nted a sitbstitute reso- 
lution, which did not indorse the organ- 
ized labor idea, and the discussion followed 
in which the labor delegates took an active 
part. 

SBinurl McKee snoke in favor of the 
Furiisetli risoUitions. He did not consider 
them as liable to precipitate a crisis be- 
tween labor and capital. 

When the matter was put to a vote there 
was considerable opposition to the chair- 
man's ruling in declaring the report of the 
committee adopted before there was any 
cliauce for debate. 

Delegate C. C. Terrill of the Builders' 
Union denounced the ruling of the chair 
as unparliamentary. He culled upon the 
convention to sustain liiin in ttieconten- 
ti.Mi. 

■ It li:;s 'i?en docijfd," F.tid Chairman 
lluiiidie. "that there shall be no debate 
on committee reports." 

"I move that such a rule be suspended," 
said Delegate Dundou. 

His motion was carrici. 

The discussion between the labor -dele- 
gates and tlie manufacturers then waxed 
warm. 

Mr. McKee made an earnest appeal in 
behali of a closer contact between laborers 
and manufacturers. He said that differ- 
ences l?etween them meant injury to both 
sides. The speaker wanted to se« old dif- 
ferences buried. 

Delegate McGlynn spoke in the same 
vein. He was sorry that this contest be- 
tween c.Tpital .ind "iabnr had been brought 
up at such a time, h a contlicl meant 
confusion to both sides, lie believed that 
there should be a board of conciliation such 
as there is in England andCtormany. With 
such aboard in existence labor and capital 
could each be as^urcl of a just verdict in 
the .settlement of liieir aifferences. He 
tlioii!;lit that tlie orit;inaJ resolutions were 
proper. 

Delegate McArthur of the Sailors' Union 
said it made little difference, as the indus- 
trial question wonld be settled one w ay or 
the other. 

W. L. Palmer opposed the original reso- 
lutions. He as a member of the Manufac- 
turers' As.sociation could not sustain them. 

Oscar Lewis in declaring himself the 
champion of organired labor expressed the 
hope that niauufaclurers, producers and 
laborers could ^fi together and fofm a 
mutual association. But lie did not agree 
wifh the resolutions introduced by Dele- 
gate Furuseth. According to them labor 
was asldng to* mnch. 

A call for the question was made at this 
point by a dozen delegates, and with the 
number of woold-be speakers on the floor 
there was quite a scene of confusion. 

Delegate T. F. Bums of the Cigar- 
makers' tJnion demanded recognition with 
the other?. 

■■Order, orilet! ' rapped the chairman. 

"Let Mr. Burns taik,'' said C. C. Terrill, 
and after order had been restored Mr. Burns 
was allowed to proceed. 

"I only wish to say," said Mr. Burns, 
"that I protest against any ruling which 
does not allow a properly accredited dele- 
gate to express his views on an important 
matter." 

No heed was paid to Mr. Barns' remarks, 
and that made Mr. Terrill angiy again. 
He said that he would not act in a conven- 
tion which did not allow free speech. 

"1 want my name taken from the roll," 
said Mr. Terrill in emphatic tones, and he 
left the hall without further comment. 

At this point Simon Baruch said that he 
considered his time as valuable, and he 
wished that tno convention would get 
down to business. He did not think there 
was any difference hetw cen labor and capi- 
tal as had been raised. 

Charles J. Swift then introduced the fol- 
lowing resolution : 

Raohed, That it is the sense of this conven- 
tion that the permanent organization should 
encourage and foster a membersliip represen- 
tation ol all classes engaged in the manufac- 
turing an<Undustrial products of the t-mte oi 
California, and which would best attain its 
unity of purpose by a membership well ap- 
pointed between the employers and emploves 
engaged In said products, and while its periiia- 
nent organization should recognize the exist- 
ence of organised labor for worthy purposes it 
would; nevertheless be Inexpedient either to 
withhold or to accept membership upon any 
distinctive basis, and which could only be one 
contrary to the principle of "equal rights to 
all, soecial favors to none." 

If this convention should, through the me- 
dium of its permanent character, bring al>out a 
closer and more friendly relation between the 
employer and the employe and Intervene to 
avert misunderstanding and injustice Its use- 
•fulness in this respect would but add to the 
success of its i;eneral purposes. It could not, 
however, ;u-'iy or intelligently act upon such 
questions exf pi as they arose or were threat- 
ened, and any regulation in dts organic pro- 
visions by which distinct and exclusive recog- 
nition was given to class membership wonld be 
in opposition to lis general scope and object 
and inconsistent with a membership to be 
bestowed individually and representatively 
only of manufacturing or industrial vocations. 

The resolution was ruled out of order, 
and then Delegate Cumming moved that 
the original Furuseth resolutions be laid on 
the table and it prevailed. The second 
resolutions were also .treated in the same 
fashion. The latter resolutions were as 
follows: 

W II EBEis, This convention is enlisted in the 
rommon cause of industry and is composed of 
delegates representing all the elements of in- 
.lu-tnal activity. Including lioth operative 
lalH.r and capital; and whereas, its purpo-ses 
are to stimulate enterprise and to harmonize 
all the factors of production o> the common 
ground of mutual interest and patriotic self- 
devotion for the common good; and w hereas, 
we recognizt and appreciate the advaniagcs ot 
harmonlo'.n union among ourselves, and also 
commend all efforu to promote equal harmon- 
ious union within the bodies of the several 
organized elements of lalior and capital repre- 
sented witlilus; believing, as we all must, that 
in union there is strength; and whereas, we 
recognize above all our duty to our common 
country and are pledged to preserve liberty, 
peace, order, fellowship and equal rights to a'll 
men who are pursuing their legitimate voca- 
tions under the equal protection of laws which 
we ourselves make and are swpm to sustain; 
now therefore, 

Jiaolved, That while we condemn all per- 
versions of the powers of union and combina- 
tion intended to create nniust monopoly, class 

firlvlleges and class rule advene to the rlghtof 
ndividual dtlzensliip, we heartily approve all 
efforts to advance and ennoble industrv 
through fraternal co-operation and union, and 
especially we agree with those distinguished 
students of social and political economy who 
declare that labor unions, properly conducted, 
are most potent factors in the advancement of 
general prosperity ; and 

Hetolvcd, TbAt to the extent that labor unions 
advance the earning power of labor, promote a 
fair distribution of the products of both latwr 
and capital and assist the maintenance of 
peaceful government, such unions will tend to 
public prosperity, because industry depends 
upon well-paid labor for profitable markets; 
and 

Betoived, That through such peaceful and 
law-respecting unions mutual respect of fellow- 
citizens of allclasses may be enforced under 
the guidance of the "golden rule" and violence, 
disorder and lawlessness may be avoided : and 

Jtaolved, That we expect all classes of pro- 
ducers, whether employers or employes, to co- 
operate in creating profitable markets for the 
fruits of their united industry, and to live in 
practical as well as theoretical fellowship, ex- 
tending charity to all the world, but practicing 
It by beginning at home. 

The report of the committee on resolu- 
tions was then deetored in order, and the 
following, which was Bubmitted, was 

passed : 

tViiKRHAS, It is important that there should 
be maintained In the city of San I'r^nciscoan 
Instiiu'ioa where practical and educated vine- 
growers and wineroakers may meet and confer 
for their mutual benetit, InstruiUioii a.nl tlit- 
advancement and protection of their industry; 
and whereas, the Blate Vitlcultural Commis- 
sion has heretofore maintained succtssfully 
such ail institution, and is now in possession of 
a valuable collection o: books, ofln-ial reports, 
statistics, tiles of trade papers and j^eriodicals 
relating to practical questions affecting Ihe 
*,-arious branches of their industry: end 
uiiereas, an net has been passed by the recent 
l.eirislattire to ti rniinate ihf .^tate Vitictiilural 
( oniniission on and alter the 31st of llecem)*er 
next, and to transfer the proi,erty of said com- 
mission to the Board of Itegiji'ts of the .State 
I'niversitv. 

fie-MOlvrd, That the jiermsncnt officers pro- 
vided for by this coiiveution are hereby re- 
quested to confer with the Board of Regents 
ot the State University and to urge the import-'* 
ance of jire^er^ iii;; and iiiaiiitaiiiing in the city 
of San l rr-t;<';soo, as a briiiiehof its work for ilic 
IjeiielU oi ]>rHclleii 1,1c in^Mlncers, sueli portions 
ofthe I'ropcrly of t he srtiii commission as may 
1,1' iieccssaiy and uselui to viiif-gicwers, wiue- 
niakeisaiid llic ,viue traile, such collection -to 
serve as a niicicus for further coliecttoiib by 
gift, endowment or beqiicst. 

Jiaolved, That we do commend the proposi- 
tion that has been made before tlUs conventioB 



to found in this city a college for practical vitl- 
culturists and wlnemakers as an Indeoendent 
body or in connection with Qie afBli«ed Col- 
leges of the university. 

In regard to the abolishment of the tax 
on alcohol used in connection with bever- 
ages the committee reported: 

WiiKREAS, There are located in our midst 
eertain manufacturers employing large num- 
bers of men, women and boys 'engaged in the 
|>repdration of |,liMrmaceuticai products, flavor- 
ing extracts, perfumes, varnishes and other 
articles into wliose nianufacturc alc.dio! rnlcrs 
largely; and w hereas, there is a large d'^i land 
for this class of goods in Mexic'» and (.'entral 
an<l South .\inencftn States, as -.veil as a still 
laiuer demand f'>r .Vustralia, .lai'Un and I'hina: 
au»l whereas, these various countries now ob- 
tain this class of gtMjds from Kurope al- 
mtist eutireiy by rea-oii oi 'he Covern- 
menls oi £uro'pe fiirnishing alcohol tax 
free to parties usin;,' it in the arts 
and manufactures; and w lieroa-, if niaii'i:«c- 
tnrers in this conutry were allowed the same 
rebate by iliis tlovernraent the trade referred 
to woul.l be hugely suf.plicd from tbe Vnlted 
States, and the greater jiortlon of this immense 
trade ri f. ried to v.uul.i be furnished from San 
Kranc'Sco; nn.t whereas. Congress, recognizing 
this, I'.nring tlio session of 1894 saw fit to pass 
a law that all jtarties using alcohol in the arts 
an-i manufactures should l:a^■e the tlovern- 
nieiii lax paid on these goods refunded to 
them ; therefore he it 

Jitt^otvtd, That the use of spirits in the arts 
not connected \\\'h the jiiodiicti* n nf Ix-ver- 
ages and for pMrj.nM^s not intended to evade 
taxation on ftl, ' li'ii n-ed in <(^nnecti<>n with 
beverages should ne irec friun internal reve- 
nuetaxatioa. and li.nt pic^ent laws on this 
subject should be c'wis'rneii 111 harmonv with 
these restriclivti condiiniiis, but liiierally, as to 
industries not conuecte i i\ith Ijeverages. 

Jtfitnlvtd. Thai this convention particularly 
request the Senators an-l ll^presentatives of 
the Pacific Coast to use all means within their 
power to have this law made operative and 
continuous, and that a copy nf these resolutions 
be sent to each and every Menatorand&epre- 
sentative on the I'nciiic Coast. 

Tlie resolution was carried. 
The following resolution, offered by B. 
F. Febnemann, was carried : 

Whereas, The year 18!).'> shows the success- 
ful operation of the Merchants' .\ssociatioii. 
the creation of a new^ raihvav company, the 
formation of a Manufacturers' .\ssociatioii, as 
well as a general desire on the nan nf the com 
munity to promote better tunes; therefore 
be it 

A'iKodifd, That the coming Fourth ot .Inly he 
set apart as a day to properly celebrate the 
declaration of independence of the new Cal- 
ifornia, and be it 

liaolved. That the manufacturers in conven- 
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tion assembled request the Mayor and Super- 
visors to invite the Herchants' Association to 
take the entire management of the coming 
eelebrntion in order tolnsnie tts complete suc- 
cess, and be it 

Rfsoivfd. That we pledge to fhe Merchants' 
.Association our hearty co-operation and assist- 
ance in the event of their accepting the respon- 
sibility. 

A resolution offered by K. Chartrsy as 

follows was carried : 

WjiEnEAS, The Board of Harbor Commission- 
ers are contemplating tiuildincr a new ferry 
depot at the foot of Market -rreet. and the 
plans and speeifieations ]>ri-nHreil hy the archi- 
tect demand mostly iron work oi Kaslern man- 
uiaeturc; now, therefore, it is 

Retolved, That this convention respectfullv 
asks the said Joard of Harbor Commissioners 
to instruct their architect to modifv the plans 
and specification of said buildings so as to de- 
mand only ironwork.manufactured in Califor- 
nia. 

The following' resolution was also car- 
ried: 

i^esolved, That It be the sense of this conven- 
tion that the paper presented bv Mr. Dickie is 
deserving of thehighest recognition, and that 
the active and earnest eHbrts of this conven- 
tion be used to' accomplish and efTect a release 
from taxation of shipping engaged in inter- 
state and foreign commerce ownra by eltliens 
of this State. 

It was ordered that the following tele- 
gram be sent to Oovemor Budd : 

Jamet B. Budd, Oorernor of California, farra- 
mento: The Manufacturers' Convention of this 
State, now in session in this city, urge and 
pray that von afTix vour sigimtnfe to Senate 
Dill two hundred nnd one Ciol I.

In connection with this matter the com- 
mittee reported as follows : 

■Wefind thattliis bill was introdu'-ed in the 
Senate by Senator Wlthington and i^as )>assed 
by a laiige majority by both houses, and it Is 
now in the hands of the Governor aw nHing his 
approval. In terms it is the same as the bill 
introduced by Mr. Keen in the AssemWy. 

"We heartily approve this measure and" recom- 
mend to this convention that it shall forward 
to the Governor its indorsement, urging his 
approval. Conoeming this measure we submit 
the following editorial published in the Sacra- 
mento Record-Union, February 28, 189.'), 
which we consider a good exposition of the 
merits ofithe measnre: 

"Tlie pure food bill is attracting deserved at- 
tention in the Legislature. The more it is dis- 
cussed the plainer become the reasons for its 
enactment into law. Opponents of the bill 
yesterday were asserting that the statements in 
the Record-Union are not borne out by the 
farts relative to the extent of food and drag 
adulteration. The statements in the Reoor£ 
Union were accurate, and from oiBclal data re- 
ported by A. J. Weddeihtun, division of chem- 
istry. Department of Agriculture, and pub- 
lished under act of Congress passed August 8. 
1894. 

"Mr. Wedderbum's conclusions were reached 
on the basis of reports of 9000 druggiBts and 
the oflieers of all pharmaceutical and dairy as- 
sociations whose addresses could be found, 
and on the basis of food examinations nmde in 
most of the States, and from widely different 
classes of mannfactnre and production. The 
data is all compiled and presented by the di- 
vision, but Professor Wiley does not hold him- 
self responsible for all the statemenu made by 
correspondents applied to, nor all the conclu- 
sions reached by the special agent, Mr. Weddar- 
burn, but he does consider the matter to be so 
imt'ortant and to contain so mucb of truth as 
to justify their publication and the offlclal r&i 
port referred to. 

"To be perfectly sure that we are on the right 
side and that injustice shall be done to no one 
suppose we dtscouni Mr. Wcddcrburn's report 
50 per cent, and still there remains enough 
that is startling to justify the enactment of the 
pure food act into law. On that basis then 
the concurrent testimony of State ofTicials is 
Ihat there is need for more stringent legisla- 
tion, and that tnerc should be natnuiol aid cx- 
fi-ndfcd to protect the food of the i-eciple; that 
fully iiali of all drugs and all foods are adul- 
terated to a grcator or less extent, and that 
these sophistications are "as t,road as the con- 
tinent," to use the language of Wedderbuui ; 
that they affect the frockei more than the 
health: that the general character of food 
adulterations is commercial fraud, and that 
the extent of criminal and poisonous adultera- 
tions is very limited: that a large part of the 
poisonous adulterations ate due mora to care- 
lessness and ignorance thaq wllUnlness." 

This r«solution was adopted. 

At the afternoon session H. S. Morey of 

I'lacerville presided. 

M. .1. Waldheimer read a paper on the 
Mexican International E.^position. which 
is to be hel'I next month in the City of 
Mexico. He tir'cd that all California 
manufacturers take an interest in the mat- 
ter, andjf they did so it would, be for the 
benefit of the State. 

The following resolutions, submitted by 
the com mittee on re;olutioiis,were adoptcii": 

Re»olv<:d. That this convention recommends 
to the favorable consideration of the Senators 
and Representatives of the State of California 
in Congress the demands of the distillers ot 
this State, especially those conneete.l with the 
brandy industry, wliicli call for an aiiieudiiiciil 
tt> the reveiin,.' Isws permitting distillers to 
blend, perfect and. ijo;tle their pure products 
In bonded w aiehou,-e- both for domestic and 
foreign trade, giving them the right to change 
the uze itf their packages to (Dlt the.deaanias 



of commerce, while retaining the evidences ot 
the purity of their products, thniagh {he inter- 
nal revenue stamps as now npviaed for origi- 
nal packages placed in bond. 

Besnlved, That we commend to the favorable 
consideration of the wholesale liquor trade in 
this State the proposition that they should 
patronise local distillers wherever it is estab- 
lished that they are- able to supply neutral 
spirits and alcohol equal In quality and as low 
in price as can be obtained from distillers out- 
side of the State, and that in the s-\ cut the 
local diitillers may not be able to supply all 
that is needed in this respect, then they should 
exert their Infloence with the spirit-producing 
combination in tbe Eastern States to open and 
operate distilleries in tliis State for the supply 
I of this Coast. 

Ketolved, That th* permanent organization 
provided for by this convention be requested 
to appoint a special standing committee whose 
duty shall be to investigate fully the naturn 
resources of all sections, and espeeially those 
in the vicinity of manufacturing cities and 
towns, for the development of natural gas and 
petroleum lor fuel and lighting purposes. 

Further, ilie committee on resolutions 
reported having considerfed the communi- 
cation of A. K. Coney, Consul-Qenenl 
of Mexico, concerning the proposed Ex- 
position of Induslrie9«and Fine Arts to be 
I lieUl in the City uf Mexloo in.UM, and it 
reported as follows: 

We are not sufliciently Informed as to the pur- 
poses and objects of the said exposition, the 
method of Us mansgement and its financial re- 
sources to enable us to make any di ilnite 
recommendations to our manufacturers and 
producers. We are Informed that the Governor 
has appointed a commission of eight gentlemen 
to represent the interests of this State in this 
matter, and also that the demands which they 
have made upon the managers have not been 
satisfactorily acted upon. 

We therefore recommend that a oommlttee 
of three members of this convention be ap- 
pointed to confer with the commissioners ap- 
pointed by the Oovemor and to take sucdi 
action In making public the merits ot the pro- 
posed enterprise as they may deem proper ajtcr 
such conference tlirough the ofttcers of the 
permanent orgauizatloin provided for hy this 
coiivention. 

The following directors were then chosen 
to carry ontthfe purpose of the convention

Anotherjrcsolution which prevailed was 
as follows : 

Kctolred. That the executive committee of 
the association shall atoncet\ail upon the 
owners and architccis of new buiMings about 
to be ereet''d Ihronglionl the cily aiid State, 
upon the owners (d street railways, ujion the 
lloard.s of Suimt\ isors, upon the 'directors of 
the new valley railroad and all others contem- 
plating the luirchase of Eastern material and 
endeavor as far as possible to have them pa- 
tronize home industry. 

Richard Lambert, late Consul of the 
United .States at Mazatlan, Mexico, was 
then introduced. He said: 

I have listened wiih much interest and great 
profit to the difleretit i>apers which have been 
read before you by the members of yonr con- 
vention, representing tbe diftetent branches 
of manufacture now snecessfiUly operated in 
this state. 

I am also a Californian, arriving here in Hay, 
1850. 1 have ciMitiiiuonsly matntalned a legal 

residence at Tilli .Mission street, in thiscity, for 
nearly tweniv ym:-, lonsequently, is it not 
natural that I should iVel an earnest interest 
In the commercial u el tare and prosperity of my 
adopted State'.' 

Willie many of the papers read liere complain 
or the lack of local iiatrioiism in not buying 
exclusively our home manufactures, I ask 
would it not be wiser and better to direct our 
energies toward the broader and more profit- 
able field of foreign trade? 

"The cheaper transiortation from the East to 
the West by the Korthern overland railroad, 
combined with the cheaper labor of the East, 
has diverted a very large portion of the trade 
of those sections which once belonged to us, 
namely, theNorthessternTerrltorleB,theXorth- 
ern States and Alaska. 

The bountiful subsidies granted by the Brit- 
ish Government to her mall sieamshtps have 
divided our c liina and Japan trade, and is to- 
day seriously nn^iiscing that ot Honolulu and 
Australia, t'onse'iueiiily wc are necessarily 
compelled to looU southw ard along the coast of 
I Mc.\ico and C'en'ral A inerica as the only field 
I we may reasoiial'iy call our vantage ground 
1 through getigraphicftl f>osi Hon, water commu- 
I nica'iou ami long-s:;-'aiiied pleasant business 
j relH'ions, Mexico .'s.li maybe termed a sll- 
1 ver-pro ln< iin; cnunir:-, although her exports 
embrace hiUes, inilia-i ubber, pearls, different 
w<ioda.of c<inimevce and sorai; coIXee, 
Guatemala, Salvador, HstiidurHs and Nica- 
i ragua rely more largely on eofl'i e, cocoa and 
I tropical fruits. The majority part ot tlie former 
! article goes East or to I.urope from ports on the 
t Caribbean Sea. \ (iernian liuc oi steel steam- 
{ ships from Hamburg. \\n the straits oi Mag' l- 
I Ian, takes freight to Kurope i.iron!y^;jl ].rr 
1 ton from San .lose de Guatemala and Champe- 
rico. The Germans, as a rule, control the niar- 
I kets between our southern boun iarv line and 
I Patagonia. They have accomplished it by 
I establishing branch houses In ev. ry town of 
i any inifMiriance, including nesrly every line of 
goods in their enormous stocks, giving long 
iTedits on fabulous profit n.s: ;'ins, and iiici- 
di'ntallv ctuiduc'liig a sort of imnkiug business. 
1 Their drafts on I'luropo are ob:ainable at from 
5 to 7 per cent less than drafts (in New York. 

Aii'Ohi r grave and solemn objection J have 
also hi-arii raided by our merchants. They say 
they do not care to do business with ctuinlries 
that have so many revolutioiis, ^rdinajily 
speaking that would be the i>rudent and con- 
servntiv,; <onrse to pursue in any other country 
ami with most any otberpeople,but it is differ- 
ent down there. 

My adviie to you, gentlemen, la this, and I 
say it afier eight years' experience: Whenever 
yon get an order tirst ascertain the financial 
standing id yourclient; that being satisfactory, 
fill the order and ship at once. If a revtdutio'n 
Is started duplicate it on your own account. 
Those so-t»lled revolutions are trade harvests. 
Times are good and money i^ rlentv. 

In a majority of instances they are gotten up 
either directly or indirectly by the merchants 
themselves. Once under "way they have no 
time to bother with them, being too much oc- 
cupied in selling goods. The military politi- 
cians attend to the balance : Ihe fightiiig Is all 
done by Indians, and their battles are about as 
harmless as prize-fights in this country. 

A responsible merchant down there is as 
tenacious of his commercial integrity as anv 
one of our merchants here. Our shipping ami 
commission houses in San Iranelsco doing 
business with those countries can iniorm you 
as accurately of the standing of those foreign 
houses as we can inform ourselves of th* Stand- 
ing of our own people. • • 

It may be of interest for yon to know 
that w« have no commercial treaty with Mex- 
ico. Germany has one, and l)y virtne of one of 
its provisions German vessels pay harbor duties 
according to their own register. American 
vessels ai« compelled to be measured, and in 
some Instances It greatly exceeds the American 
reaister. 

While all European eonntries devote a large 
portion ot their powers and energies toward 
building up their oommcree and manufactures 
^our Government officials seem to limit their 
exertions to getting into oihce and olMtructing 
our commerce, 'roe late lamented Blaine 
seems to have been the only one of our leading 
statesmen who grssped this subject Intelli- 
gently. 

Since the Rothschilds and the New York 
bankers succeeded in destroying the commer- 
cial value of sUver, and with it the commerce 
of silver producing countries, the general con- 
censes of opinion among leading men of the 
Southern republics all tend toward tbeoomdu- 
sion that allth^ Americas for Americans is the 
true policy. 

Following Mr. I,,ambcrt Charles .1. Swift 
read a paper on the "Ostrander Gun." 
He explained the workings of tlie weapon, 
and said that the patents to the invention 
belonged in t^an Francisco. He deploretl 
the fact that the factory w as iiut located in 
this city. There was no good reason why 
it should not be except the fact that as a 
community we are behind the times. 

When Mr. Swift had concluded J. B. 
Crockett inquired how Inany more papers 
were to be read. 

Secretary Barnet replied, "About forty* 
one." 

"Well," said Mr. Crockett, "I move that 
all papers be referred to the secretary for 
pul>lication with the others that we have 
heard read." 

It is needless to say that the mo^n was 
carried. 

Votes of thanks were then iend«i«d the 
press of the city and State, thb Chamber of 
Commerce for tbe use of its rooms, and to 
tlie Union Iron Works for the excursion 

around the bay. 

Delegate Crockett also moved that a 
committee of two be appoiuted to repre- 
sent the association at the Mexican ex- 
position. The matter uras referred to the 
new organization under the elected board 
of directors. 

A motion to adjourn sine die was then 
carried, with the understanding that the 
newly elected directors wonld meet next 
Monday afternoon at 2 o'clock and effect a 
permanent organization.

"I have talked to forty young ladies this 
afternoon and am rather hoarse," said 
Mrs. W. B. Harrington, one of the prime 
leaders in the movement, when she was 
seen at her home on .Sacramento street 
yesterday. "It was not a public meet- 
ins;— just a tea at a friciul's house; hut the 
girls wanted to hear about the cooking 
school. Yon know we intend to elevate 
cooking into one of the fine arts— make it 
more skillful and more economical. It is 
over a month since the California Scien- 
litic Cooking School was incorporated, and 
now we arc beginning work in earnest. 
We have engaged Mrs. Kmnia V, Kwing, 
superintendent of the (.'liaiitau(|iia (N. Y.) 
Cooking School, and she will give her first 
demonstration in (lolden Gate Hall on the 
8th of April." 

Mrs. Hr_>race Wil.-on. the secretary of the 
new cooking school, then ex|i;:iiiird tliat 
the organization hoped scMiii to have per- 
inanciii lieadqunners witli a staff of skill- 
ful i.nife-sors, able to leach every branch 
of the culinary art, from boiling' potatoes 
to the preparation of those complicated 
"creations'" that French names can alone 
express. "The school will be something 
like the lioston and tlieXew York cooking 
schools," she said. "Tho.se students who 
go througti the prescribed course will be 
given certificates of proficiency and sent 
out into the world to cook, not "as ruiiiers 
of good material, but as artists." 

'"Yes," added Mrs. Harrington, enthusi- 
astically, "think how much better that 
would be for many girls than going into 
stores or Ijecoming dressmakers. A really 
skillful cook can make a good salary and 
be a blessing to humanity. But it is not 
only the girls who have to earn their liv- 
ings that we want to interest. The well- 
to-do women and the society women are 
becoming interested in the art, too. One 
girl said to me, 'I should like to learn to- 
day, but there is not room for me in our 
kitchen.' 

" 'Then have an attachment made to it,' 
I answered. ''Vou ought to study cooking, 
evenlf youarenotreqtiiredtodoit.' But 
tbe girls ar« beginning to see for them- 
selves how necessary the knowledge is. and 
we expect that when Mrs. Kwing begins 
her lectures thev will turn out to he regular 
culinary revival meetings." 

It seems that the great cooking wave 
which has just reached San Francisco is 
sweeping round the world. It is supposed 
to have hesrun in England, where atone 
time the ( ooks were said to spoil more good 
food than in any other country in the world, 
but when the cooking wave sprang up the 
very "swagger " girls, who had never seen 
the" inside of a kitchen in their lives, got 
the craze to the despair of their own chefs. 
Then the wave struck the East, 'which is 
still permeated with it, and no-w, to judge 
from present indications, it looks a.~ if the 
ladies of San Francisco were going to ex- 
claim with one voice, "Come, let us cook."

"Was the indictment tiled this afternoon 
against C. P. Huntington?" was asked. 

"I don't know moch about it," was the 
evasive answer. "You see, I wasn't in the 
Grand .lury room this morning, and X ara 
somewhat in the dark." 

"Has Mr. Huntington been indicted, Mr. 
Foote?" 

"I cannot answer your question. If you 
asked me the same question about Brown, 
Jones or Robinson I would refuse to an- 
swer becau.se of my oath of office. If Mr. 
Huntincton has been indicted vou will 
know all abotit it in due time. You will 
Bee the gentleman in whose welfare you 
take such an interest in San Fnncisoo in- 
side of ten days." 

A special general meetin? of the direc- 
tors of the Central rarilic, Railroad is to 
be held in San Franri-co on the 1st of 
April. C. P. Hiintiii;;tuii is to be here, 
and as soon as lie arrivL.s the warrant wili 
be served on him. His bondsmen will be 
ready, and one of his first visits upon 
reaching San Francisco will be to United 
fitates Marshal Bald win. The railwav 
maenate has already been informed by 
telegraph that a warrant for bis arrest 
awuts him, bnt the .chances are that he 
will lose no sleep in consequence. 

The indictment found against Huntint;- 
tcn by the firand Jury only cbarfres him 
with a misdemeanor aiid the bail is fijted 
at$SOOO. The pimisliinent if be isfound 
guilty will be a tine of not less than $1000 
and not more than |5000 or a year in 
the State prison, or both fine and im- 
prisonment. 

It was on the Otli of December last that 
Frank M. Stone admitted under oath that 
he had a pass issued to him by 0. P. Hunt- 
ington in Tiolation of the interstate com- 
merce act. Two strikers were being tried 
at that moment for violating the same 
law, yet when Stotie gave his testimony 
implicatiiifr Huntington, no action was 
taken until the United States Grand Jury 
took the matter up. The man who has 
been mainly instnunental in having a 
multitude of workingmen indicted tor a 
breach of the interstate commerce act is 
now to have a taste of bis own medicine.

No, sir. 

Q.— Those other passe? that yoti spoke ahout — 
those books of passes— were all on your j.er- 
sonal account? A. — .\bsolutely to me, person- 
ally. No one could have issued one under any 
riroumstances, except by myself, and, they were 
given to me as a personal favor and at my per- 
sonal request.

An Attorney for the Executors 
Says He Left a Natural 
Child. 



James O. Fair Jr. left a natural child, 
who is now living in this city. This fact 

was admitted by an attorney interested in 
having the holographic will declared a 
forgery and the document stolen from the 
City Hall the genuine one. 

"It is true," said this attorney, "that 
yotiiig Jaiiifs Fair left a natural child. I 
do not know that the child living with 
Mrs. Gregory is the one. She may be or 
she may not be, but there is a child. That 
I am willing to admit. Under the holo- 
graphic will this child would inherit. In 
the will which was stolen from the City 
Hall provision was made against the child 
inheriting any considerable share of the 
estate. There is a clause which provides 
that any child who can establish the fact 
that James G. Fair Jr. was its father shall 
have $50 as its share of the estate. 

■■The will stolen from the City Hall was 
a genuine document. The Craven will," 
continued this attorney, "is a tracing and 
a forgery. The very care which Senator 
Fair took to free his estate from any claim 
of any illegitimate offspring, as sliown in 
the genuine will," continued this attorney, 
"is one of the best evidences that the Cra- 
ven will is frandulent, for, in that docu- 
ment, this provision is ntillitied." 

Whether Charlotte Gregory is the child 
of James G. Fair Jr. and Mary Ellen 
Ijami>man or not, may be a debatable 
question. Charles Fair asserted positively 
yesterday that she was not, but if she 
should establish her claim Charles I-'air 



would be the loser by some |,')00,000, and 
the estate of James 6. Fair Jr. would go 
to this child. 



The great contest over the estate still 
tarns upon the genuineness of the holo- 
graphic will. The question is: Will Mrs. 
Craven testify that this is Senator Fair's 
will? Attorney Piers.in is credited with 
the statement that siio wil! not do so. 

There stems to lie iiu rt'.is.ci f,»r the mys- 
tery with which she surrounds that will. 
If reports he true, sho lias not yet told the 
attorneys who <le>ire to see this will main- 
tained all that she knows about it, and 
still holds in reserve information to be 
given out only on the witness-stand. 

Attornevs and attorneys for attorneys 
connected with the Fair will case niiw 
number twenty-six. The estate may reach 
$27,000,000 in value. That is a million for 
each attorney to attend to, with an odd 
million unrepresented, and the attorneys 
wlio are out of the case are all striving to 
represent this extra million, with a fair 
prospect of- success for some one of the 
multitude. 

Then there is the question of the fund 
with which the estate is supposed to ije 
provided to meet the contest. Of this At- 
torney Mitchell says: 

"I -do not say there is a fund, and I do 
not say there is not. Senator Fair was a

shrewd and carefnl business man. He 

anticipated that what has taken place 
might take ulace. The public must draw 
its own conclusion." 

Attorney Mitchell declared that he knew 
of no written statement made by Fair indi- 
cating his desire to divide his estate about 
equally among his children. Louia C. 
Bresse on Thursday declined to say 
whether he had seen such a statement or 
not, and referred questioners about it to 
his attorney. His attorney's answer is 
that he knows nothing about it, bnt tlie 
attorneys for Charles Fair say that such a 
written statement was made subsequent to 
the making of the will which placed the 
control of all the property witn the exe- 
cutors. 

Those who claim that the holographic 
will is genuine point to the similarity of 
the signature to the signature on admit- 
tedly genuine documents. Those wlio 
represent the executors under the stolen 
will declare that it is a forgery and that 
the signature is a tracing. When the trial 
comes up experts will swear tliat it is a 
genuine signature, and experts wHl swear 
that it is a forgery. 

In order that the public may compare 
the signatures admittedly made by Fair 
with the signature of the 'holographic will 
an artist for the Cau., with the aid of a 
camera lucida, has traced both. 

The first signature is that iittached to the 
holographic will. The other.s are Kail's 
sign manual made on telegraphic messages- 
and other business documents. 

Mrs. Craven and Mrs. Haskins maintain 
the most discreet silence in reference to 
the holographic will. Hoth sai<l last night 
that they would make no statement until 
they appeared in court. They added that 
they had told no one, not even the at- 
torneys, what they knew of the will, 
though attorney after attorney to the 
number of twenty-six had called at the 
I.eavenworth-strect residence to make in- 
quiries. 

This number twenty-six promises to 
figure as prominently in the Fair case as 
the number twenty-three did in the Legis- 
lature. Thp latter was the reported strength 
of the Senatorial combine, but twentv si.'; 
lawyers are onite likely to make a niore 
disastrous raid upon the Fair estate than 
the Legislature did with the affairs of the 
SUtc. 

It may be that Mrs. Graven has not told 

Mrs. Haskins all that is to be told about 
the holographic will, but it is evident that 
Mrs. Haskins knows enough to be a wit- 
ness, and that she expects to be sum- 
moned to testify. 

Mrs. Jane McAllister told a story last 
night in the City Prison in which she un- 
constdoasly exposed what, according to her 
own statements, is a scheme to get money 
out of the Fair estate. 

,<he declared that the little girl at present 
fhving witti Mrs. Gregory at 90o Bush street 
was not the daughter of Mary Ellen Lamp- 
man and James G. Fair Jr., as claimed by 
Krs. Gregoiy. And she added to this 
declaration that it was aU a plot against 
the Fair estate. ^ 

As the story goes, the late James G. Fair 
Jr. used to board at a resort in NVvada, 
conducted by a Mrs. Lampman. While 
staylngthere he became infatuated with 
the landlady's daughter, a pretty girl, who 
waited on the table and assisted her mother 



in the housework. The daughter was Mary 
Ellen Lampman. One day she left home 
and came to San Francisco, where she 
was in a hospital for a week or two, after 
which she returned home. 

It was rumored that Miss Lampman had 
given birth to a child whose father was 
James G. Fair Jr. But this her mother 
denied, though it was then pretty well 
understood that the baby was left in a 
foundling asylum in San Francisco. 

Subsequently Marv Ellen made her exit 
from the scene by taking a dose of poison. 

The remainder of the storv was told in 
the City Prison by Mrs. McAllister last 
nipht. ^ 

"I have been told to say nothing about 
this," she said with an air of mystray and 
a nod that meant even more than she 
cared to state. 

•'Yon go and see Mrs. Gregory on Bush 
street. She can tell you an interesting 
story— if she wants to talk. 

■•She has a little girl up there— a little 
bit of a black-baiied thing about 7 years 
of age— that she sats is Mary Lampman's 
child." 

.■\t this Mrs. McAllister stopped short 
until ro].eateil questions started her tongue 
at a great rate to tell everything she knew. 

"You know," she went on, "it was Miss 
Mary Lampman— not Mrs. Lampman, as 
the papers had it. The girl was never 
married. Young James Fair used to stay 
at her mother's resort, and they say liu 
was the father of her child, which was put 
into a foundling asylum here. About the 
child there are .sonic" doubts. And now I'll 
tell you how Mrs. (Ircory came to be con- 
nected with the case. ~ 

"Mrs. Oregory was married to a man 
who had an estate- a widower with two or 
three daughters. She went to the found- 
ling asylum on Qolden Gate avenue and 
got a child which she wanted to adopt so 
that she might get her husband'sestate for 
tliecliild and her.self. The husband died 
some time ago and some settlement of the 
estate was made, but I don't know what it 
was. 

"Mrs. Gregory still lias tbo little girl, 
and now claims it is the daughter of Mary 
Lataproan and young .larm s Fair. 

"No\v there is nothing in that yarn. I 
know it. You can lind out froiu the 
Foundling Asylum people where the child 
was got. Notibdy knows whose child the 
little black-haired girl is, and I know that 
Mrs. Gregory cannot prove it. She began 
three or four years ago to liglii for the 
child as an heir of James Fair Jr.. and has 
employed attorneys. She expected to get 
stime of the hhlf million that Mrs. Fair left 
liim, hut I don't see how she is going to 
get any ot that money now, as it was di- 
viiled after his (iealli."

An Evangelist to Preach in 
Every City Where English 
Is Spoken. 



He- Has Come From Australia 
AND Has Been Around 
THE World. 



The Rev. Henry Varley, who has come 
to f'an Francisco from Australia, will begin 
a series of evangelistic services at the First 
Congregational Church in Oakland to- 
morrow morning. In the evening he will 
preach in the First Methodist Church. 

Mr. Varley has a reputation only 
second to that of Mr. Moody as an evanpa- 
list, and has traveled round the world 
preaching the gospel. 

For many years he presided over the 
West London Tabernacle and for eighteen 
years his personal services were given 
gratuitously, he being at the same time 
engaged in mercantile pursuits. 

Twenty-five years ago, he says, he made 
a covenant with the Lord, that if h^ were 
spared to life and health he woulo visit 
every Engli-h-speakiug city in the world 
to preach the gospel, and it is in f nihil - 
ment of that promise that he is now here. 

In an interview yesterday he said that 
he did not know how long he might re- 
main; but that depended entirely upon 
how his work might develop. 

Mr. Varley waii an intimate friend of the 
late Dr. Spurgeon and says that he had the 
pleasure ami proiit of a long interview with 
liim a few wei'!;s before, his death. They 
were both, he says, originally meinber.s of 
the Baptist church, but both left to be- 
come iudepondenl prciichers— Spurgeon at 
the height of the great "down-grade con- 
troversy," as the discussion over the pre- 
vailing tendency to ultra-liberalism was 
called, but Varley had quitted it long be- 
fore, althSugli for the same cause.

His Family Destitute — Wine, 
Women and Gambling Caused 
His Fall. 



Living In poverty at 236 Tehama street 
is a woman who, less than seven years ago, 
was enjoying all the luxuries that the pos- 
session of property worth $25,000 enabled 
licr to afford.

Prestc ii, forrjerly a liveryman on 
Fern avenue. He has squandered the 
fortune he and his wife possessed, and has 
deserted her and their two small children. 

Acting on the advice of Secretary Mc- 
Comb of the Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Children, to whom she applied 
for relief, Mrs. Preston yesterday swore out 
a warrant for the arrest of her husband on 
a charge of failure to provide.

More Testimony iriU Be Taken in tk» 
District Court on Monday. 

The case of Cassidy and Mayne, the two 
strikers, was before Judge Morrow in the 
United States District Court yesterday. 
The matter was not expected to come up 
again before ne.xt Monday, Init the Uniied 
States District Attorney discovered at the 
last moment tliai he had not established 
the fact that the Southern Paciiic of Ken- 
tucky was an incorporated body and the 
owner of the lines on which the trouble 
took place. He therefore applied to the 
court for permission to reopen the case and 
introduce the necessary testimony. Mr. 
Foote does not consider the establishing of 
the fact an absolute necessity, but he is 
taking the precaution on the idea that it is 
better to be sure than sorry. 

Attorney Monteith, who is defending 
the strikers, vigorously opposed the mo- 
tion. He contended that the case was 
closed, and that if it was to be reopened he

Preston freely admits that her object in 
causing her husband's arrest is prompted 
as much by revenge as the hope that the 
law may force him to do for her what his 
sober instincts as a husband and father 
have failed to do. 

"It is ten years since I married my hus- 
band in Shasta Conntv." said Mrs. IVeston 
yesterday. "He was then the owner of a 
ranch in Shasta County, and while we 
lived there everything went welL He had 
a passion for line stock and horses and he 
was fond of racing. Three years after our 
marriage he made up his mind to return 
to Ireland, where his people resided, and 
through the agency of some real estate 
men in this city he sold the Shasta County 
ranch for $20,000. 1 had some property of 
my own, and at his request I sold it. This 
wiis seven years ago, and from that sale 
date my troubles. 

"We went to Ireland in 18S8 and re- 
mained there three years. My husband's 
relatives hated me for some reason, and 
they did all in their power to poison my 
husband's mind against me. He went 
into the stock business and was swindled 
at every turn. Our money was dwindling 
away fast-, and at the end of three years he 
consented to return to California and in- 
vest the remainder. 

".My husband's prospects did not im- 
prove on our return to this city. He fitted 
up a stable on Fern avenue and bought a 
number of valuable horses which he 
traded for this and that, iuvarialily at a 
loss. He had no eye to business and when 
he was drunk be threw his money away 
lavishly. The end finally came in Novem- 
ber, 1893,«whcn he informed me that he 
was penniless. I could scarcely compre- 
hend the situation. The knowledge of his 
financial embarrassment weighed heavily 
upon iiini and he sought relief in drink. 
He abused me frequently, illtreated the 
children, and in many ways rendered my 
life miserable. I was almost happy at last 
when he disappeared without leaving a 
trace behind liitii." 

Xo traces of Preston's whereabouts could 
be discovered for .several months. In the 
meantime Mrs. Preston had arrived at the 
etid of her resources, and by the aid of 
friends had been enabled to lit up a lodg- 
ing house at 15 Oak street. The venture 
did not pay and the poor woman was 
forced to work as waitress in a hotel. 
Friends took charge of her children, but 
their growing wants rendered some other 
step in their behalf neces.sary. Mrs. Pres- 
ton then rented the place at 2:i»i Tehama 
street, where she now resi<les. 

-Mrs. Preston can scarcely realize that 
her husband has squandered $25,000 in 
seven years. When they left Ireland four 
years ago, they had .some $17,000 in cash. 
She has since learned that I'rcstoa gam- 
bled, and that he associated with dis- 
reputable women. Wherever he was 
known he was regarded as ;i dupe. 

Preston was located at Wrights station, 
in Santa Clara County, several days ago, 
and an officer will be sent there to-day to 
apprehend him. In a letter to a friend 
some time ago Prcbioii charged that his 
wife was responsible for his downfall. He 
said that she treated him scornfully and 
consorted with other men. Mrs. Preston 
alludes to what she terms his shameful at-, 
icnipi to blacken her reputation, with 
tears, and refers to numerous friends who, 
she saysj will testify that she was always a 
model wife and mother. 

"In conseijuence of his attempt to wreck 
my character," said Mr-, ^re^ton, "I have 
made up my mind to punish him for his 
desertion. NothiuR else could have 
prompted me to take this step, for in do- 
ing so I wish to vindicate myself and at 
the same time force him to provide for the 
children which he has left on my hands."

Sherifl Whclan has fallen, foul of the 
Justices Court and on >Jonday next will 
have to explain to ,Iii<-tii-e of the Peace 
Groezinger why he failed by deputy to 
arrest Leonard Grover, the actor and the- 
atrical manager, when instructed to do so 
by order of cpurt. . 

Grover failed to appear in the Justice's 
Court to testify in a suit brought against 
himself and J.KiAl by J.Sacheui to recover 
$41 90, money loaned, and was sentenced 
to twenty-four hours in the County Jail 
and to "pay $50 into the city treasury" for 
contempt. A Deputv Sheriff was intrusted 
with the order and found Grover at Stock- 
well's Theater, where he is manager. The 
genial actor convinced the representative 
of the law that the Justice was mistaken 
and that he had already settled the matter 
and been purged of contempt. The deputy 
thereupon t.iok it upon himself to Allow 
Grover to remain at liberty and returned 
the order to the Sheriff. 

The attorney for Sachem, however, 
was not to be" so easily satisfied, and so 
stirred up the Justice to a sense of his in- 
jured dignity that he issued the following 
order yesterday :

Judge Hebbard Decides AOArasr 
the Old bdsh - Street 
Franchise. 



WHAT THE DECISION MEANS. 



The Rail Track Becomes a Nui- 
sance When Not Used for 
Public Benefit. 



The demurrer of the Siitter-street Rail- 
way Company tothe suit of 11. If. Wartield 
to declare the Uush-sl reet fran.-hi.-e for- 
feited has been .set aside hy Jti.ige Heb- 
bara, before whom the case was set for 
trial, and the defendants have been given 
ten days to answer and prepare their de- 
fense. 

The cause of Warfield's suit is the unused 
franchise that, since 1885, has incumbered 
Bush street. It was originellv granted.to 
Abner Doble, William <'eiiter iimi \Villiam 
H. Hanson in August, 1-" ). From them it 

Eassed tirst to a company known as the 
:ush-street Railway < ompany, and then 
to the Sutter-street Cumpany,"the present 
defendants. 

In his complaint, to which the State v. .is 
made a party. Warfield charged that the 
holding. of the franchise was illegal, be- 
cause there has never been any attempt 
to run cars on the track for the benefit of 
the public, and that the running of a car 
over the track once a day was so palpably 
.a ruse to hold the fniiicliise and to escape 
tiie duty owed to the ptifilic as to defeat its 
own object. Warlicld therefore asked that 
the franchise be forfeited. The defendant 
demurred on general grounds. In over- 
ruling the demurrer the conrt says: "K 
the defeiHiaiits liad operated thi ir cars 
over the track there would have been no 
Cause of action for forfeiture. In main- 
taining the tracks and switches the 
defendants are not iiiaiutaiiiing a nuisance, 
because they are exen i~ing a right. l>ut the 
complaint plainly shows thai while the 
defendants exercised a part of their rights, 
that of laying the tracks, they failed to ac- 
complish the ultimate object of the fran- 
chise—the practical operation ot the rwul 
as a passenger railway." 

On the last grouiurof the demurrer, the 
statute of liniittitions, the court declares 
the right to public streets is a right of a 
public character which cannot be lost by 
lapse of time; that there can be no pre- 
scriptive right to or in a public street, or 
to maintain anything which amounts to a 
public nuisance. 

"If tuf ) j.Ie. through the Attorney- 

Geiu ral," the opinion reads, "have been 
indulgent to the defendant since August 4, 
1889, they are not bound to indulge them 
any longer, and it is apparent t%at such 
iiidul-"iice ceased when this complaint 
was filed on November 27, XfM. Tlie de- 
fendant cannot complain that it has been 
shown more leniency than it deserved in 
the matter- of the continued violation of 
its contract to operate this mad. nor may 
it now insist that it should be al]ov,-ed to 
uselessly hold, occupy and incumhi r tiiese 
streets .against the public interests forever." 

This practically decides the case, for the 
question is mainly one of law, and the de- 
murrer brings these points of law directly 
before the court. By the overruling of the 
demurrer it is practically decided that the 
franchise should be forfeited.
